If the statements al- 
leged to have been made by the district su- 


perintendents can be proved true, then Supt. 


Cooley insists that he himself should be 


ousted. 

He repeats the detewation that the charges 
made in the “ important notice” sent to all 
teachers who had not voted in the federa- 
tion's referendum on the marking system are 
*‘ absolutely false.”’ 


Demands an Investigation. 

“TI don’t see why such wholesale attacks 
on the school system and such repeated 
passing of tHe lie should be tolerated among 
employés of the board,’ said Mr. Cooley. 
“Mrs. Baer, president of the federation, 
should be called before the board and made 
to prove the statements she has circulated. 

“If she cannot prove them she should be 
disciplined. If she can, the district superin- 
tendents who are to blame should be dis- 
missed. If the statements attributed to the 
district superintendents were true the super- 
intendent should be dismiseed. If I were the 
autocrat I'm supposed to be I'd call Mrs. 
Baer in myself, but I don’t feel that I have 
that authority. 

“As a matter of fact, I suppose nothing 
will be done. I think, however, it should 
not be allowed to pass.”’ 


Statements Declared False. 

These are the paragraphs of the “‘ notice ”’ 
that were characterised by one school offi- 
clal as ‘‘ deliberate, malicious lying ": 

A district superintendent last week instructed 
the principals of his district to mark the teach- 
ers down in January and told these principals 
they need not notify teachers then marked down, 

Another district superintendent said to a 
teacher in group one, whose mark had been 
lower, “‘ Of course, you understand,-your r balary 
will be lowered,” 

F. C. Rossiter, the official referred to in the 
first paragraph; said he had made no such 
statement to any teacher. The identity of 
the superintendent referred to in the second 
paragraph was not given by the federation- 
ists, but each of the six officials was ques- 
tioned closely by Mr. Cooley and all said no 
such statement had been made. 

“If I find that any of the district super- 
intendents have been making these state- 
ments there'll be trouble,” said Mr. Cooley. 


Triangular Alliance Opposed. 


The proposed “triangular alliance" be- 
tween the Teachers’ féderation, the Princi- 
pals’ club, afd the School Engineers’ asso- 
ciation may prove to have been “ nipped in 
the bud" by Tue TRIBUNE'S announcement 
of the plan. Several! irate principals, not sym- 
pathizers with the federation, called at the 
board rooms to say that if negotiations had 
been made they were mede without the 
knowledge of the principals in general and 
would be opposed by those who are not en- 
thusiastic over the policies of W. H. Camp- 
bell, president of the Principals’ club. 

At the same time it was understood in 
other quarters that the plans are going ahead 
merrily. One principal even called on the 
superintendent to ask if the “ clearing house 
committee "’ can have “a fair show” when 
it is formed. 

Geographies Must Cost Less. 

An investigation into charges that the 
Tarr and McMurry geographies are sold in 
several cities at prices lower than those 
charged Chicago children was begun in the 
morning by President Schneider. The presi- 
dent was directed at the last meeting of the 
board to write to the publishers, demanding 
a reduction in price. His. letter. which 
amounted to a declaration of war, follows: 

* Frank Hummel, the Macmillan Company, 
578 Wabash Avenue, City—Dear Sir: I am 
in receipt of statements which appear to be 
facta that go to prove that we have been pay- 
ing more for Tarr and McMurry’s geogra- 
phies than several other cities. As our con- 
tract has expired I weuld like to see you at 
my office at an early date, in order to consult 
with you and come to some conclusion. 

“ The prices of these geographies must be 
reduced to the same as they are purchased 


for in other cities, or I will see that your 


geographies are thrown out of the schools 
without much ceremony, even if that should 
be done at the risk that no geographies 
should be used in the schools of Chicago. I 
will be at my office next Tuesday morning at 
11 o'clock and wil be gled to have a talk 
with you.” 
To Resume Tax Crusade. 

Miss Margaret Haley, business agent of 
the Teachers’ federation, announced in the 
morning that the organization is getting 
ready for another “tax crusade.” 

“We have been promised an increase in 
salary of $50 a year,’ she said. “ The school 
board is tgying to put us off with a §25 


raise. We are not going to be satisfied with 


anything so paltry as this. when there are 
sO many wealthy corporations dodging taxes 
in this community.”

Mrs. M. E. Cadwallader, a special mission- 
ary from Philadelphia, Pa., and others spoke. 
Then Mrs. 8. B. West, a medium from Elgin, 
was introduced, and seated on the platform

Fire Squad in Siegel, Cooper & 
Co.’s Saves Lives of Shoppers. 


BLAZE IN FRONT VESTIBULE. 


Flames Checked by Drilled Mea Before 
Arrival of the Engines. 


While Christmas shoppers thronged Siegel, 
‘Cooper & Co.'s store last evening a fire inthe 
vestibule of the State and Van Buren street 
entrance caused considerable excitement, 
and many persons rushed for the exits. 
Children accompanied by parents were hur- 
ried along through the crowded aisles, but 
no one was injured. 

Grace Brown, a saleswoman, was over- 
come by smoke, but revived soon after being 
taken to the street. Laura Jennings, a cash 
girl, also was slightly affected by smoke. 
Both were employed in the basement. 

But for the prompt actiow of a fire com- 
pany composed of employés in the establish- 
ment, a serious panic might have resulted. 
Employés who have been drilled for years 
to act in such an emergency remained at 
their posts of duty, while others hurried to 
the exits to assist those who were fleeing 
from the store. This precaution prevented 
the exits becoming jammed, with the at- 
tendant, injuries to those who would have 
been caught in the crush. 


Flames Held in Check. 

When the fire was discovered EB. L. 
Vaughan, superintendent of the store, gave 
orders to the floorwalkers and other em- 
ployés. Joseph Basch, secretary of the con- 
cern; Isaac Keim, second vice president, and 
J. S. Jacoby, treasurer, hurried to the scene 
of the blaze from the company’s offices on 
upper floor. They cirected the work of hold- 
ing the flames in check until the firemen ar- 
rived. 

Marshal Buckley took the members of en- 
gine companies 10 and 32 into the store, while 
other firemen remained nearby to prevent 
any spreading of the flames. The firemen 
were forced to chop away partitions in and 
near a show window next to the vestibule, to 
reach the fire. The show window in which 
the fire occurred was filled with bric-a-brac 
and silverware. 

The smoke rolled up to the sixth floor of 
the bullding, where many parents were 
showing their children Santa Claus. To 
prevent any panic among shoppers on ‘the 
upper floors Supt. Vaughan sent employés 
there to assure the shoppers there was no 


danger. 
Big Crowd in the Street. 

When companies of firemen entered the 
building they assisted the police and private 
watchmen of the store to quiet the excited 
shoppers. 

The firemen had much difficulty in getting 
through the crowds that gathered about the 
store and in the streets. 

“ When I saw the smoke I gave orders to 
the clerks and other employés,” said Supt. 
Vaughan. “ On learning the exact natuge of 
the fire I told employés to tell the customers 
just what had occurred so they could see 
there was no danger.” 

“There was little excitement and the fire 
damage was nominal,” said Isaac Keim. 
have a complete fire fighting outfit 
in the establishment and the employés had 
the blaze under contro] before the firemen 
arrived. No smoke damage was done in any 
of the departments.” 

Chief Horan said the blaze was caused 


by crossed electric wires.

Sentence Prevents Suicide of Man 
Bereaved by Fire.

SERVES IT; THANKS JUDGE. 


Blesses Day He Was Sent to Cell Where 
He Regained Courage. 


Saved from suicide by a sentence to the 
county jail for a month, a man who had 
lost three sisters and a niece in the Iro- 
quois fire yesterday entered Judge Newcom?* 
er’s courtroom and tearfully thanked-the 
judge for sentencing him. 

One month ago Johnson was found in- 
toxicated in a street gutter by a policeman, 
and when arraigned before Judge New- 
comer declared he would end his life if 
given the usual fine and released. The 
judge, after questioning the prisoner and 
learning of the loss he had suffered in the 
theater fire, sentenced Johnson to the county 
jail for a month, and ordered that he be 
given medical treatment in the hope of cur-

Up. to -the time of the fire, Johnson said. 
he had been a sober man and member of a 
church. 

Fails to Recognize Him. 

Yesterday when he entered the court- 
room, where Judge Newcomer was hearing 
evidence in a case, Johnson was so greatly 
improved in appearance the judge failed to 
recognize him. While reminding Judge 
Newcomer of the circumstances of his fifst 
appearance Johnson faltered and broke into 
tears. 

* Judge, you have made a man of me, and 
I bless the day that. you sent me to jail,” 
Johnson said. “I took to drink after the 
awful night in which my sisters and ‘niece 
met death in that-theater disaster. Every 
time 1 thought of them the only way I could 
forget the scene and my loss was to drink, 
and then drink some more, until I lost con- 
sciousness.”’ * 

Johnson showed the judge a written pledge 
of abstinerce made to the minister of the 
church he attends.

"Some Witnesses Refuse to Testify After 


Getting Threats.

Union City, Tenn., Dec. 19.—[Specta!. }—Col. 
R. Z. Taylor, who escaped the night riders 
on the night \of the lynching of Capt. Quen- 
rarely oes or Wag the first witness at the 
t of alleged members of the organization 
today. He repeated the story of his cap- 
ture, Ranken’s death, aid his own escape. 

Col. Taylor and /Capt.. Ranken went to 
Reel Foot Lake to lease some land to Car- 
penter. They drove over the 1 prop- 
erty, known as Grasey island, returned to the 


hotel on the night of Oct. 19, and left orders. 


for horses for another trip the day follow- 
ing. Then‘they retired. . 

Col. Taylor was awakened by the tavern 
keeper's call, and a rear. window of his 
room was raised. Two guns were thrust in, 
followed by two masked heads. But not a 
word was spoken until the leader of the band 
entered thevoom by the door. 

When the company reached the forked ash 
tree on the bank of. the slough they halted 
Taylor and marched Ranken to the foot of 
the tree. The rope was adjusted and thrown 
over the fork, then some member of the mob 
said: ‘Give him time to pray.” 

“I have attended: to that,”’ was Ranken’'s 
quiet reply, 

Ranken Hanged to Tree. 

Some one of the masked band seized the 
rope and drew Ranken up. The tree was 
inclined a trifie and they raised the body 
until the toes scarcely touched the ground. 

Then one of the riders fired a shot into 
the body of Ranken, even as he pleaded for 
his life. Instantly a fusillade came, most 
of the riders, however shooting into the air. 

Taylor turned to his captors and said: “I 
am tired, gentlemen; let me sit down.” 

He crouched to his knees, ready to spring, 
waited until the guns were empty, then 
when the firing stopped he jumped into 
the waters of the siough. Instantly the 
firing was renewed. Taylor dived, but heard 
the bullets striking the water. .He swam 
under water to a big log. He did not know 
whether it was fast or not. He knew if it 
were loose that when he grasped it for sup- 
port it would splash and his life would be 
forfeited. But he was exhausted and faint- 
ing and had totaketherisk, — 

Silently he grasped log and found ft 
was fast in the slough. "He was safe. The 
bullets struck the log like hail in a storm, 
but gradually they ceased. For two hours 
this aged veteran lay in the water, grasp- 
ing the log, and when.all sounds had ceased 
he swam to the opposite side and took to 
the woods. 

Taylor hid in the canebreak until Wednes- 
day, when thirst drove him out ane into the 
arms of his friends. 


One Witness Forgets “All.” 

One of the witnesses of the morning, D. 
Macwrey, who lives within earshot of “ Tid " 
Burton, one of the defendants, displayed a 
remarkable lack of memory when called for 
the state. Finally Attorney General Cald- 
well asked him if since he testified before the 
grand jury he had been threatened with 
death if he testified at the trial. 

The defense objected unless the threats 
were made by the defendants. 

The state admitted that they were not and 
the court ruled out the question. It appeared, 
however, to have had an effect on the jury. 

One of the important witnesses was Charles 
H. Russell, son of J. Russell, the first 
juror chosen, and who was excused because 
of the relationship. Charles Russell admits 
he was a night rider and that he was induced 
to join the riders by Arthur Cloar, one of the 
eight on trial. Russell was not at the Ran- 
ken murder. The defense objected to his tes- 
timony because it did not concern that mur- 
der. This precipitated an argument. The 
estate held that the murder of Ranken was 
eimply a part of a gigantic conspiracy to 
commit many crimes of which this murder 
was one. The court ruled with the state and 
permitted the witness to testify.

Broad street was swarming with curb brok- 
ers this morning two revolver shots were 
heard from the second floor of No. 39. 

Policeman Corcoran of the traffic squad 
went up the two flights of stairs and into the 
office of Harry B. Suydam, a stock broker. 
It was the office from which the shots had 
sounded. Mr. Suydam was lying on the floor 
and his clothing was stained with blood. 
The other men were holding a dark haired, 
smooth shaven young man, who stood quiet- 
ly awaiting the policeman. On the floor lay 
a revolver. 

The men who were holding the young man 
were Wiliam H. Collins, agent of the build- 
ing, and George Downs, Suydam's clerk. 
They told Corcoran the captive was John C., 
Lumsden and that he had shot Suydam. 

“Why did you do this?” asked the police 
of Lumsden. 

Lumeden replied he did it in self-defense, 
but those who were in the office at the time 
of the shooting declared no offensive move 
had been made by Suydam. The wounded 
broker’ himself raised his head to deny there 
was any reason for attempting his life. 

The story of Collins was that Lumsden 
entered the office shortly before 10 o'clock 
and askéd for Suydam. He was greeted 
pleasantly. 

Suddenly, say those present, Suydam called 
out: “ George, for God’s sake stop this man. 
He is going to shoot me.” 

Downs started for Lumsden. So did Col- 
lings. Then there were two shots in quick 
succession and Suydam fell to the floor. 

Suydam made this ante-mortem statement 
to Coroner Harburger: 

“TI belong to a company, of which lama 
director, called the Electric Vibrotator. We 
got into financial difficulties. We got a loan 
on stock of John C. Lumsden. The money 
was all used for the company. Lumsden be- 
lieved that George Jacobs and I ‘used the 
money for ourselves.”

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| SAYS RABBI REFUSED TICKETS. 
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" in Federal Peonage Inquiry: 


Regarding New Town. 
CORONER TAKES ACTION. 


Considers Charges That Man Was 
Shot by Guards at Corn 
Products Plant. 


. The presenting of testimony to the federal 
grand jury in the charges of peonage against 
the Corn Products Refining company, the 
Lake Construction compari, and the Pattee- 
Truitt Commissary company In connection 
with the,construction work at the industrial 
town of Argo practically has been completed. 

Assistant United States District Attorney 
Chester A. Legg announced yesterday that 
only such witnesses as the grand jurors may 
call for will be summoned before the inquis- 
ftorjal body. Twenty-one witnesses. al! 
“casual laborers,” the sociological térm for 
* hobo,” have told their stories to the grand 


jury. 

The testimony of practically all of these 
witnesses is believed to have centered on the 
ajleged system in forte inside the stockade 
at the Argo piant of forcibly detaining all 
laborers indebted to the com ary com- 
pany for board and fees to a St. uis labor 
agency, a subsidiary of the Pattee-Truitt 
Commissary company. 


Sims Demands Unbiased Inquiry. 

United Statés District Attorney Edwin 8. 
Sims returned to Chicago in the morning 
from Washington. Mr. Sims declared his 
office will pay no atterftion to the letter of 
George E. Chamberlain, in charge of the 
construction work at Argo, inviting the gov- 
ernment attorneys to make a persona! in- 
vestigation of conditions at Argo. 

“ We will go ahead with the investigation 
regardless of Mr. Chamberlain or anybody 
else,’ said@ Mr. Sims. “I want to state most 
emphatically that no labor union or labér 
leader, whether ‘Skinny’ Madden or any 
one else, had anything to do with the starting 
of this investigation. 

“ This office knew from the start that the 
plant at Argo was a nonunion concern and 
we were particularly careful to guard against 
the calling of union men as witnesges, as We 
did not want the impression to go forth that 
tue inquiry was instigeted by labor union 
animus toward the plant. The injection of 
labor unions into this matter is unfair and 
should be dropped.” 


} 
Additional Evidence Is Ready. 


Attorney Legg was busy during the day 
with two special agents of the United States 
district attorney's office making up a list 
of clerks, foremen, and other employés not 
classed as ™ laborers "’ at Argo, to call upon 
in the event the grand jury should demand 
additional evidence when the body meets to- 
morrow. Martin Flynn, in charge of the 
special police force at Argo, was called before 
Attorney Legg in the morning. Mr. Legg 
refused to disclose the nature of his con- 
ference with Flynn. 

Coroner Hoffman started an investigation 
into the charges that a man had been shot 
by guards at the Argo plant and that an- 
other man had been shot at. 

Detective George Scrivener, assigned to the 
coroner's office, was instructed to get all 
information obtainable from Detective Ser- 
geants Theodore Breternit and John J. Kelly, 
who were reported to have received infor- 
mation regarding the alleged shooting. De- 
tective Scrivener also was instructed to ob- 
tain a statement from Charlies Berman, 5 
North Clark street, who reported the al- 
leged@ shooting to the district attorney’s of- 
fice. Berman stated that ne was shot at 
twice while attempting to escape from the 


grounds at Argo. 
Coroner Plans Searching Inquiry. 


“If a man was shot at Argo I want to find 
out who he was and all the circumstances,” 
said Coroner Hoffman. “ If the man shot was 
killed I am interested in knowing who issued 
the certificate of death, where it was issued, 
and the particulars of the case.” 

Attorneyaz Johnson, Houtz, Marlatt, and 
Hawes, représenting the Pattee-Truitt Com- 
missary company, issued a statement in St. 
Louis denying that the commissary company 
ever forcibly detained laborers at Argo in- 
debted to the concern for board and lodging. 

“The complaint is due to the dissatisfac- 
tion of labor union leaders with the ‘ open 
shop’ policy of the Corn Products Refining 
company,’ the statement read. “ Guards at 
the gates of the stockade and bosses in vari. 
ous parts of the grounds are not armed. 
Many laborers board outside the grounds.”’

Subsidiary companies entering into the 
agreement must contribute to the fund in 
the same proportion to Morris & Co.'s annual 
contribution that the investments of their 
employ és bear to those employed by the main 
company. 


Maximum $5,000 a Year. 

The pension in general is to be granted to 
the employé when he nas completed twenty 
years of continuous service and has arrived 
at the age of 56. An employé after thirty 
years of service, when his salary is $20 a 
week, will receive 60 per cent of his salary— 
$12 a week or $624 a year—although, consid- 
ering that his average salary may have been 
$15 a week duririg his term of service, he 
would have paid into the fund only $702, a 
Nttle more than the amount of his pension. 
for one year. If an employé should retire 
after twenty years at a salary of $35 a week 
then he would receive. 40 per cent of his 
salary—$14 a week or $728 a year—although, 
considering that his average salary may 
have: been $25 a week during his term of 
service, he would have paid in only $780.

GIRL SAVED FROM INJURY. 


W. F. Bowe Suffers Broken Rib While 
_ Protecting Companion in Crash.

An act of bravery which prevented a 
woman from being injured but cost him a 
broken rib resulted yesterday in a verdict 
of $750 damages for William F. Bowe, 8546 
Princeton avenue. The case was tried in 
Judge Foster's court and the verdict was 
given against the Coaster Construction com- 
pany. 

On Aug. 1 Bowe was riding on a roller 
coaster at Forest Park with Miss Kittle 
Griffith, 744 West Forty-seventh street. 
When the car in which they were seated col- 
lided with another, Bowe, instead of leaping 
back and saving himself, stepped in front 
of the young woman and throwing his arms 
around her saved her from injury, but was 
hurt himself. The suit for damages followed. 


Both Arms Around Girl. 


“‘ Bowe placed both arms around the gir] 
when he saw that the crash was inevitable, 
but if he had used ordinary care he could 
have grabbed the iron bar in front of him 
with one hand and prevented being thrown 
from his seat,” said Attorney C. I. White, rep- 
resenting the construction company, 

Attorney Francis E. Croarkin, a bachelor 
representing Bowe, declared that his client 
did what any man should do unger the cir- 
cumstances. “ Bowe proved himself.a hero 
in this case,”’ he said. “Any unmarried 
man would do the same thing under thecir- 
cumstances. This plea is unnatural and does 
not become a man who has proper courtesy 
and honor for women. This wag not contrib- 
utory negligence, but the young man's duty 
and he did it nobly.”’ 


Court Agrees with Bachelor. 

Judge Foster agreed with the chivalrous 
bachelor attorney anc entered judgment for 
$750, the full amount of the verdict. 

Miss Griffith while on the witness stand de- 
elfhed to admit that Bowe hed his arms 
around ber waist when the accident oceurred. 

“Did he have .both arms around your 
waist?’ the girl was asked.

Won't Lose if Discharged: 

The pian provides that length of service 
shall date from the time of last employment 
by the company and that contributions shall 
begin on Jah. 1. The bank element lies in 
the provision that Im case of dismissal al! 
payments made by an employé into the fund 
shall be returned with interest, computed 
semi-annually, at the rate of 4.per cent a 
year. If he resigns he will. receive the 
amount paid in without interest. 

That the granting of pensions and all the 
work of the association may be under the 
direction of the men who contribute to the 
fund, it is provided that the administration 
of the fund shall be in charge of a committee 
of five members, two appointed by the com- 
pany and the remaining three elected by 
ballot—one from the admii.strative and sales 
departments, one from the operating depart- 
ment, and one from the accounting depart- 
ment. . 

In the elections length of service will count 
as follows: An employé of from six months 
to five years shall have one vote; an employé 
of from five to ten years, two votes; employés 
from ten to fifteen years, three votes, and 
those whose service is longer than fifteen 
years, four votes. The elections are to take 
place on the third Saturday in January, the 
first one being scheduled for Jan. 16, 1909. 
All questions of pensions, either for age or ill 
health, will be decided by the committee, a 
majority to govern. 

For the lovestment of the pension fund 
it is set forth that it shall be invested in 
United States and municipal bonds, national 
and state bank stocks, real estate mort- 
gages, or such other securities as meet the 
approval of the committee in charge. No 
pensioner will be entitled to have any part of 
the capital or income of the company set 
aside to provide for his pension and all pen- 
sions are to be paid out of the pension fund. 


AGED MAN LOSES LIFE IN

Paul Heiligendorf Perishes in Blaze Re-

An explosion of a gasoline stove yesterday 
afternoon in a room occupied by Pau!

DEATH’S MOST ACTIVE AID 
IS PNEUMONIA, SAYS DOCTOR. 


Attributes Chicago’s Large Death 
Rate to Unhygienic Living and 
Overindulgence in Stimulants. 


That pneumonia ts responsible for more 
deaths in Chicago recently than any other 
cause of death, disease, or accident was de- 
clared by Dr. Robert H. Babcock last night 
in the public library building during one of 
the hectures given under the auspices of the 
Chicago Medical society. 

‘*Pneunronia is an exceedingly prevalent 
disease in Chicago as is shown by the bul- 
fetin of the health department for the week 
ending Dec. 12,” he declared. “ During the 
week there were 537 deaths from all causes 
and of these 67 were from pneumonia, or 
about 13 per cent of the total death rate. 

“ Unhygienic living conditions and over- 
indulgence in alcoholics is responsible for 
the large death rate. The mortality rate 
among people addicted to the use of alcohol 
ts much higher. About 50 percent of chronic 
alcoholists die when attacked with pneu- 
monia. 

‘ But pneumonia can be prevented. The 
fresh air treatment has come to stay and 
physicians no longer permit patients to be 
smothered with bedclothing and kept in heat- 
ed rooms. Plenty of air, vertilation, and 
sunshine are essential, and an open window 
even in midwinter is a good thing for the 


patient.”

Design and Cost $1,000,000. 


Chicago has just been forcibly reminded 
of the fact that A. Mo mery Ward of 
Chicago and California has another fight on 
his hands. 

The annual report of the south park com- 
missioners, issued yesterday, announces 


among other things the completion of pre- 


liminary plang for the: $1,000,000 Crerar 1i- 
brary building to be located in Grant. park 
near the proposed. Field museum.The inten- 
tion of the commissioners, it is made clear, 
is to proceed at once with building plans for 
the new structure. 

No reference whatever is made to possible 
delay through activities on the part of'the 
“watchdog of the lake front.’ One sen- 
tence in'the 100 page report disposes of the 
commissioners’ dealings with the merchant. 
“Work on the new building (the Field mu- 
seum),” it states éoncisely, “has been de- 
layed pending the conélusion of litigation 
begun by a single property owner on Michi- 
gan avenue—A. Montgomery Ward.” 

Plans to.Develop -Park. 

Elaborate and detailed plans for the de- 


velopment of Grank park form the the prin- 
cipa] feature of the document. In these the 


~Orerar iMbrary building is placed on Michi- 


etn Avenue, just south of Harrison street, so’ 
‘form the third point of a big triangle, 

ef he Apt .fpstifute and. the proposed 
museum (at the foot of Congress street) 
at. the other angles. The original plan Was 
‘to. place the library north of the Art institute, 


| between Madison and Monroe streets. 


The building is to be classical in design, 
with accommodatiorts for 1,000,000 volumes 
and provisions for extension by the addition 


| of wings.to allow for the growth of the 


Mbrary. The endowment fund of the library 
now amounts to $3,400,000. 

The central feature of Grant park, accord- 
ing to the plans of the commissioners, will 
be the Field museum, to be located just east 
of the Illinois Central tracks, which will be 
decked over and completely concealed by a 
Sreat paved plaza and terraces covered with 
turf, flower beds, and trees. .From Michigan 
avenue a continuous sloping plaza will rise 
acréss the tracks to the bullding, which will 
be placed well above the street level. The 


slope and general treatment will be similar 


to that of the approach to the palace of Ver- 
sailles. 

 Btatue to Be Point of Interest. 

Another point of interest will be the Crerar 
statue of Lincoln, provided for by a $100,000 
bequest in Mr. Crerar’s will and executed by 
Augustus St. Gaudens just before the sculp- 
tor’s death. This will give Chicago the 
unique distinction of having the two most 


‘notable Lincoln statues in existence—both 


by the same sculptor. 

The commission to execute the statue was 
given in 1896. “ At that time,” writes Leon- 
ard H. Busby, secretary of the Crerar library 
trustées, ‘‘ Mr. St. Gaudens said he was not 
entirely satisfied with the Lincoln park 


gtatue and that ‘he was gratified beyond 


measure at again receiving a. commission for 
a Lincoln statue, which he hoped to make 
the greatest creative work of his life. For 
nearly twelve years he worked on this statue 
and on completing his work a Sliort time be- 
fore his Geath stated that he regarded it as 
the greatest work of his life—one which at 
last he was willing ‘to offer as hfs tribute to 
Lincoln.” 


“Most Beautiful in World.” 


The completion of Grant park and its con- 
nection by driveways with Jackson and Lin- 
coln parks, as.planned by the Olmsted Bros., 
the commissioners’ architects, will make it, 
according to the report, * the most beautiful 
and the most serviceable park contiguous to 
the business district of any city in the world.” 


Refuses to Collaborate with 0. Henry 
in Composing Comic Opera. 


Ward Baker, whom residents of Hyde 
Park will recall as the strolling boy violinist, 
who ‘roamed the streets a few years ago 
earning a living with his violin, has re- 
turned to the city to interest his friends 
in the founding of a musica! institution for 
the furtherance of the art of music. 

It is the intention of Baker fo band to- 
gether a colony of impecunious and am- 
bitious musicians and establish the conser- 
vatory at the foot of the Catskill mountains 
near the little hamlet of Bovina Center, 
N. Y¥. The institution, the violinist asserts, 
would be a school as well as a conservatory. 
Young boys who display musical talent, 
weuld be encouraged to join the colony 
and receive the instruction the experienced 
musicians would be able to give them. 

‘Baker, who when he was wandering. about 
Chicago delighting @owds with his talent 
and who was declared by critics to be a 
veritable genius, aspired then to be a great 
soloist. 


Religion Now His Theme. 

Now he aspires to convert people to re- 
ligion through music. He would have any 
man or boy eligible to his institution provided 
he led a. Christian life. Genius, he says, 
is wayward and irresponsible, but these 
foibles would be done away with in the con- 
servatory, as each Instructor would be re- 
quired to live scrupulously and develop the 
mera! principles of students as well as their 
talents. 

Since Baker left Chicago he has studied 
under musi<al instructors in Brussels, toured 
the continent of Europe, ventured in vaude- 


| ville, which he disliked and left, and essayed 


a career with a lyceum bureau. He has de- 
voted much of his time te composition, and 
only recently was asked to write the music 
for an opera, the lyrics of which were writ- 
ten by O. Henry, the short story-writer. He 
agreed to accept the proposition provided the 
managers wouki allow him to preach to the 
chorus. They hesitated, and the young man, 
more desirous of founding his school, declined 
to consider the offer further. 


Spiritual Uplift in Music. 

“ Music is God's voice heard in a language 
without words,’: is the way Baker epitomizes. 
“ A genius is a person blessed by God. Who- 
ever is fortunate engugh to be born a genius 
should know. that it is God's wish that he 
benefit humanity through his ability. This 
can’t be done through the present theater. 
We need something else. After a musician, 
with unusual talent, connects himself with 
the stage he immediately begins to see visions 
of fortunes and. forgets his art. 

“TI don’t believe there ever was a great 
musician that was a dissolute man. If there 
was there is something lacking In his music. 
If a man lives nobly and masters his art 
technically the work he does must be on the 
highest plane of perfection. It must inevita- 
bly make the gifted one a leader in his or her 
line and loved and respected by every one. 
I formerly wanted to create, but now I desire 
to teach.”’

Complete List of Actions Which Were 
Stricken by John J. Healy Is Fur- 
nished to Newly Elected Official. 


A complete list of the cases which were 
stricken off. with leave to reinstate, by 
John J. Healy before he retired from of- 
fice was furnished State’s Attorney Way- 
man yesterday. In the list are thirteen 
cases of murder, nineteen cages of robbery, 
and ten cases of burglary. 

That there was nothing irregular about 
Mr. Healy’s action is apparent from the 
fact that he did not dismiss the cares pe- 
remptorily, and Mr. Wayman declared he 
would not reinstate any more.of the cases 
unlese developments warranted. In some 
of the cases the defendants never were ar- 
rested, while in others the evidence was 
insufficient or the prosecuting witness had 
left Chicago. The defendants in still other 
instances now are serving sentences on 
other charges. 

Mr. Wayman has reinstated two cases, 
that of Alfred G. Cooper, charged with 
embezzling $50,000 from the Stratford hotel. 
where he was employed as cashier and book- 
keeper, and that of Michael Reedy, charged 
with assault to kill. [in the former case 
Mr. Wayman had to take immediate action, 
because of a clause in the order of the court 
which would make it impossible to rein- 
state the case after a lapse of thirty days.

ARE MACCABEAN HEROES. 


Rabbi Schanfarber Appeals for r Aid for 
the Two Men Who Are Fighting Ex- 
tradition to Russia.

No potentate of either hemisphere ever 
succeeded in concentrating the limelight 
upon his august person in a greater degree. 

Tomorrow, according to late arrangements, 
Castro, who is pleasantly described by one 
of the local journals as “‘ a bandit in office,” 
will bid a reluctant farewell to his sumptu- 
ous hotel apartments in the Bellevue strasse 
to begin an indefinite period at the private 
hospital of Prof. Israel.

PUBLISHER HALED INTO COURT 


FOR SELLING INDECENT BOOK. | 


London Man’s Stock of Objectionable | 


Work Destroyed in Spite of Many 


Criticisms as to So-Called Censorship.

LONDON, Dec. 19.—John Long, a publish- | 


er, was summoned this week to the Marl- 
borough police court for selling an indecent 
book called “‘ The Yoke.’’ A second sum- 
mons required him to show cause why coples 
of the book on his premises should not be 
destroyed. Counsel for the prosecution 
stated that since the issue of the search war- 
rant and summons Long was notified to dis- 
continue the gale or publication of the book 
in the united kingdom, and he accordingly 
asked permission to withdraw the first sum- 
mons. ‘The magistrate consented, and made 
an order on the second summons for the de- 
struction of all copies of the book. 

Not since Vizitelly was prosecuted for pub- 
lishing translations of some of Zola’s works 
has any step quite on the line of this action 
been taken, and in some quarters many ob- 
jections were expressed against it on the 
ground that it makes toward police censor- 
ship in literature. 

In this particular instance, however, the 
book had no literary qualities to Tecommend 
it and the National Vigilance association, 
which moved in the matterf is generally con- 
gratulated on the success of the action, which 
is likely to be repeated in the case of some 
other more recent publications. ‘‘ The 
Yoke’ was published in the summer, and 
since then the bookstalls have been flooded 
with similar stories. 


PARIS PARK IS A MONEY MAKER. 


Bois de Boulogne Costs City $142,000 
in Year, but Its Revenues Run 
Up to $154,950.

PARIS. Dec. 19.—The fact was brought 
out this week in the report made by M. Jous- 
selin before the city council that while the 
Bois de Boulogne cost the city $142,000 last 
year it brought in a revenue of $154,950. it 
probably is the only public park in the world 
which is self-supporting. Most ofthe rev- 
enue, of course, comes from the pavilions, 
where all Paris tease and dines in the sum- 
mer and which are forced to pay large taxes 
in consequence. Jousselin, who is chairman 
of the special committee, believes Paris 
ought to spend more money on the Bois, to 
increase the police force principally, as a 
great many holdups, rourders, and suicides 
occur there during the year. The Bois itself 
is kept in almost t condition, and it 
would be impossible to improve it by expendi- 
ture of more money.

CASES OF NUDE IN THEATER 
DECIDED BY FRENCH COURT. 


Question of Obscene and Artistic Enters 
Into Deliberations, Sentences Being 
Increased on Appeal.

PARIS, Dec. 19.—A case of the nude ina 
theater seems interminable, but two cases 
have been settled once for all this week in 
the Paris courts. These are the cases of the 
Little Palace and Folies Pigalle, which first 
were tried last July. 

At that time the court decided there was a 
difference between the obscene and artistic 
nude, so it condemned the manager of the 
Littl Palace to three months in prison and 
two women to fifteen days in prison. The 
display at the Folies Pigalle having been 
adjudged artistic, the manager and women 
were acquitted. 

The manager of the Little Palace appealed 
the first case and the minister of public jus- 
tice appealed the second Not only does the 
higher court sustain the decision about the 
Little Palace, but it adds a month to the 
prison term of the manager and doubles the 
time of the two women. It reverses the de- 
cision about the Folies Pigalle and gives the 
manager three months in prison and each of 
the women concerned fifteen days.

USE FOUND FOR APPENDIX. 


Surgeons Claim to Be Able to Medicate 
Lower Intestine Through the 
Troublesome Organ. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Dec. 19.—What purports to be 
an important discovery in reference to the 
vermiform appendix is described by one of 
the surgeons of the West London hospital, | 
apparently showing that the dangerous and 
mysterious organ can greatly help surgeons 
in treating diseases of the lower intestine. 
The difficulty in apply medicines to the low- 
er intestines is overcome by using the ap- 
pendix as a duct. The operation begins ex- 
actly the same as in the familiar operation 
for appendicitis, but instead of removing 
the organ it is threaded through the various 
layers of muscle in the abdominal wali and 
attached to the skin. 
Tt is then opened by a tube passed through 
it, and any necessary medicine can be ap- 
plied directly to the mucous membrane of the 
lower intestine. The appendix may safely be 
left open in this position, because the ab- 
dominal muscles protect it sufficiently.

ARRESTS IN PARIS SCANDAL 


Police May Take Steinheil Ac- 
complices This Week. 


PLAN TO USE HYPNOTISM. 


Authorities Consider Plan to Make 
Woman Tell of Crimes.

PARIS, Dec. 19.—The present status of the 
Steinheill case ie indeterminate, but no one 
has lost interest in it. For several days it 
was rumored that no one had any evidence 
against Mme. Steinhell, and it was quite 
likely she would be liberated this week. 
At present matters seem to have taken & 
turn where more arrests will be made. It 
is not at all unlikely that Alexander Wolff 
and Mariette Wolff will be incarcerated be- 
fore the next week is up, and still other mys 
terlous arrests are hinted at. A theater in 
the district near Montparnasse has a play 
prepared which it will put on as# soon as 
some of the details of the case are settied. 
The drama is called ‘‘ L’ Affaire Steinheil.” 
The prologue represents the death of Felix 
Faure. The first act occurs at the Villa Im- 
passe Ronsin during a reception. The next 
act is concerned with the trage night and the 
scenes which follow concern themselves 
with a mysterious pearl, a journalist, and 
policemen of St. Lagarex prison. The drama 
ends fittingly with a marriage. 


Court May Use Hypnotism. 

The reconstitution of the crime will proba- 
bly be one of the events next week which 
nmiay throw more light on the investigation.

Dean Wigmore Asserts Justice 
Here Is Not Slow.

EDITORIAL IN THE REVIEW. 


Northwestern Law School Official Cites 
Record Made in September. 


That Chicago, through its Municipa) court 
system, is getting “as efficient justice as 
ideals demand and probably the best justice 
in the United States ” is the studied declara- 
tion of John H. Wigmore, dean of the North- 
western University Law school, well known 
author of text books on law, and associate 
editor of the Illinois Law Review. The opin- 


ion and evidence in its support are given in an 


editorial under the caption, “ Has Chicago 
the Best Mnumicipdl Justice in the United 
States?” in the curent number of the Review. 
The text of the editorial is ae follows: 

“ Ever since people began to reflect on the 
methods of justice its ideal has included 
speed and certainty as chief elements. Ever 
since reports of law have been recoréed in 
history the lack of speed and certainty has 
been a popular complaint. In our own hie 
tory, from “until todey, the 
delay of justice, and therefore the uncer- 
tainty of getting one’s rights, has disfigured 
the records ofour law. The figuree of justice 
done in September in the Municipal court of 
Chicago, after not quite two years of ex- 
istence, make us rub our eyes with doubt. 


Gives September Statistics. 


“Can it be that here, among us, the old 
time complaint has lost its foundation? Is 
justice here, in that jurisdiction, as speedy 
practical ideals could wish? It certainly 
looks so. Within thirty days to dispose of 
more civil cases than are filed, and of prac- 
tically all the criminal cases filed, seems 
to mean that the machine of justice is doing 
all that has been hoped for. Whether our 
laws are just or not is another matter. But 
if, and so far as, our laws are good, then 
this community is getting in the Municipal 
court of Chicago as efficient justice as ideals 
demand, and probably the best justice in the 
United States. But let the figures speak for 
themselvés,’’ 

The report of the work of the court for the 
given month shows that of civ{l cases 4,155 
were filed in the First district, and 113 were 
filed in the Second district, a grand total of 
4,268. In the First district 5,028 cases were 
disposed of, and in the Second district 121 
cases were disposed of, a grand total of 
5,149. There were 8738 more cases disposed of 
than were filed in the’First district, and in 
the Second district there were eight more 
cases disposed of than filed. In the First dis- 
trict the number of demands for trial by 
jury by the plaintiff was 210, and by the de- 
fendant 214, a total of 424. In the Second 
district the number of demands for trial by 
jury was, plaintiff 4, defendant 7, total 11. 
The grand total of demands for trial by 
jury was 435. 


Forty-seven Criminal Cases Left. 

In the First district money judgments 
amounted to $229,504 and in the Second dis- 
trict to $5,122, a grand total of $234,626. In 
the First district verdicts by jury were 184; 
disagreements, 1; findings of court, 4,897; 
judgments vacated, 39. In the Second dis- 
trict there were 83 findings by court. Of 
criminal cases ‘there were 6,571 filed and 
6,524 disposed of, leaving a remainder of 47 
cases not disposed of. 

In closing this presentation of the work 
of the Chicago Municipal court Prof. Wig- 
more throws out an implied challenge to any 
large city in the United States to show fig- 
ures that are so highly satisfactory. 

“ We should like to circulate these figures 
and to ask whether there is any municipality, 
comparable in bulk of litigation, where jus- 
tice is as speedy as these figures show. If 
their meaning is as real as it seems we want 
to see credit bestowed where credit is due 
and to applaud a work in which all the citi- 
zens of this state should take pride.”’

BURNSOR JOHNSON 
AS RING CHAMPION 


Corbett Comments on Chances 
of Principals in Big Bat- 
tle on Saturday. 


ALL EYES ON AUSTRALIA. 


Difference in Time May Enable 
Americans to Read of Result 
“Before It Happens.” 


BY JAMES J. CORBETT. 

With the great Tommy Burns-Jack John- 
s0n bartle only a few days away, the whole 
world of pugilism has ite eye trained on 
Sydney in far off Australia. 

Despite the fact that 6,000 miles of ocean 
separate us from the scene of the contest, the 
interest is almost as keen as if the fight were 
taking place at our back door. For months 
these two premier heavy weights of the world 
have been attracting attention. They have 
been receiving press notices daily in different 
parts of the country, and today almost every 
place one goes he hears talk of the coming 
battle. 

Burns first stirred up interest in the fight 
in this country when he said that he would 
meet Johnson. He, however, wanted to clean 
up the other heavy weights before he tackled 
the burly negro. Off to England he hiked 
and there the press was full of the talk about 
the negro and the Canadian. 

Half a dozen times Burns came out with 
statements that he was ready to meet the 
great colored fighter. But when Johnson 
announced his intention of crossing the pond 
and taking Burns up Tommy again hiked, 
this time going halfway around the world to 


wet out of the way of the black man. 


$60,000 to Put on Bout. 


In Australia Burns found things to his lik- 
ing. There in the land of gold he decided to 
stake his all in a contest with Johnson. He’ 
gave out his ultimatum that if a purse suffi- 
ciently large was offered he would remain 
and take on Johnson in. a, world’s heavy- 
weight championship engagement. The 
Australians had seen Johnson and knew 
what sort of a fighter he was. They had also 
seen Tommy work, and knew his ability. 
They decided it was worth the time and 
trouble, and, after figuring up thet it would 
cost them in round figures $60,000 before 
either man stepped into the ring, they went 
ahead. 

Now the whale world looks upon the Aus- 
tralian fight fans with envy, for if there 
ever Was a battle that attracted attention it 
is this one. Not because the men are better 
than those who have gone before them, but 
for the reason that they are easily the two 
foremost fighters in the world in that divis- 
ion of milling which always is looked upon 
as the supreme class of fighters. 

Personally I sooner would see two little 
men like Owen Moran and A Attel, or 
Batling Nelson and Freddie elch than 
these two heavyweight kings. The little fel- 
lows would bring out more real fine points of 
the game. 


“Who Will WinP”’ . 

But to get back to the fight itself and to 
answer the question that is on almost every 
fight fan's ips: ‘‘ Who will win?’ 

I have seen both men work several times 
and am ready to declare myself now that the 
outcome wil] depend almost entirely upon the 
method adopted by Tommy Burns after he 
steps into the ring. If the Canadian tries to 
beat the negro in a give and take encounter 
he might win. But if he goes into the battle 
determined to wait until the opportunity pre- 
sents itself he is liable to slip over one of 
those terrible wallops that he carries in 
either hand. 

Johnson has an almost unhurtable head 
and protects it wonderfully wel! for a big 
man. He is much cleverer than any fighter 
Burns has ever faced and when it comes to 
roughing it can lead and get away almost as 
well as any of the big fellows of ten years 
ago. Johnson also is of the awkward clever 
type and has the art of jabbing down to a 
fine point. He has almost an ideal build fora 
big man in the ring. He is long and rangy 
and possesses every advantage over Burns 
one can mention except when it comes to 
nerve, 


Burns Good at Close Work. 

Burns hopes lie in being able to bore in to 
do his telling work at close quarters. Burns 
isa past master in this method of fighting pro- 
viding he holds his temper and head, He is 
built on the ground and fights from the toes 
to the top of the head. Tommy is one of the 
most rugged men of his type of build that the 
fighting game has ever known. He showed 
what he could doin his fights with Hart, Jack 
O’ Brien, Squires, and Gunner Moir. Allof his 
opponents in the heavy weight division have 
been so decisively outclassed by him that he 
has really never been put to a supreme test. 

I certainly would like to be im his training 
camp today working with him. My sym- 
pathy is-all with him as it always.has been 
where a white man has met anegro. I fought 
Peter Jackson when that great black pug was 
at his best. I know what it is to whail away 
at the jaw of a black only to see his head rock 
and then come back into position again as if 
nothing had happened. But then they ail 
have their vulnerable spot, and especially ua 
negro, so Burns is liable to find Johnson's 
at any time with one of histerrific wallops. 


Champion Is Underrated. 


There has been a tendency, in America at 
least, to underrate Burns. His method and 
manners are not convincing, especially when 
out of the ring. He looksto the financial ena 
more keenly than the pugilist who is shy 
on gray matter. In the east they say Tommy 

‘purposely went to Australia to cook up the 
battle with Johnson. It is argued that he 
would never have met the burly black on this 
side. One writer that I recently heard from 
says that Tommy will surely win, because 
he has “ fixed” it to do so. I do not share 
this opinion. In fact, I have always main- 
tained that it is nearly impossible to fix a 
great fight In which so much fs at stake. 

And then, why shouldn’t Australia secure 
the battle if the promoters there have put 
up the money that is generally supposed to 
be at stake? Australia has a better opinion 
of Johnson than Americans have, as a rule. 
He went over thereand cleaned up every man 
that would meet him. Burns did the same 
thing. 

At first I was one of the great majority 
who said that, if Burns and Johnson wanted 
to meet, why not do so in this country, where 
fighting has always been more popular than 
in any other place in-thé world. But since 
then I have learned through private chan- 
nels that pugilism is second to no sport in 
that far off clime. 

Tommy a Big Earner. 

I hard’y believe that any of our American 
promoters would have agreed to put up a 
$30,000 guarantee, to say nothing of $35,000, 
or even more, as has been reported several 
eee reason why Burns would agree to 
fight Johnson now is that he has made 
enough money to quit the ring. He probably 
has cleaned up in the last year close to $75,- 
oo, and with the bit from the Johnson fight 
he will have over $100,000 Then he had a big 
sum stored awey from his fights previous to 

year. 
eof nw if Burns beats Johnson he will 
continue to battle. He probably wilb return 
to America and meet the best white man 
here and then he will do as Jeffries has done, 
unless his desire to increase Wis worldly be- 
longings get the better of him.

MURPHY FILES AN ANSWER 


; 


Cubs’ President Denies One of 
Ticket Sealping Statements. 


SAYS THERE WAS A SALE. 


Claims Commission Has No Right to 
Make an Investigation. 


BY I. E. SANBORN. 

Denying. firstly, the truth of one of the 
statements included in the national commis- 
sion’s decision on the ticket scalping scandal; 
secondly, the right of the commission to 
make any decision in the case, and thirdly, 
the authority of the commission even to 
conduct an investigation of the matter, 
President Murphy of the Cubs yesterday 
prepared a detailed reply to be sent to 
Chairman Herrfmann of the commission in 
defense of the Chicago club and of its em- 


ployés. 

“In making the statement contained in 
finding No. 10 of the decision I am convinced 
the commission was acting on misinforme- 
tion,” said the Cub magnate. “ It is stated 
baldty that no public sale of world’s series 
seats was made at any time previous to the 
opening of the gates on Sunday except at the 
offices of the Chicago club. The inference 
is drawn that whatever tickets fell into the 
hands of scalpers originally must have been 
sold in the offices of the club. 


Public Sale Was Held. 

‘‘Mr. Cook informs me and is willing to 
make affidavit to his statement that he per- 
sonally conducted a public sale of world’s 
series seats at the ball park on the Sat- 
urday afternoon preceding the first game 
played here. He states that seats were sold 
and reservations delivered by him from 1 
p. m. until around 4:30°p. m. of that day, at 
which time the waiting line was disposed of. 
Furthermore, he tells me that three police- 
men can and will make affidavit to the tame 
statement. If any were denied seats, he says, 
it wes because of seeking to buy cbnormal 
numbers of seats or because otherwise sus- 
pected of being scalpers or their agents. 

* Regarding the Chicago club's question- 
ing the right of the commission to take 
charge of the sale\of tickets, Chairman 
Herrmann, while in New York, submitted 
to me a number of questions relative to the 
handling of tickets. To these I replied and 
in addition asked the commission a number of 
questions. Among them was the query under 
what rule governing the world’s series has 
the commission the right to assume charge of 
the sale of seats? The commission in reply 
quoted rule 15; which specifies that the’ com- 
mission reserves the right to adopt such adéi- 
tional rules from time to time to govern the 
event as, in dis judgment, may be found 
necessary. 


No Rule Exists Now. 

“It is not .my intent to question the com- 
mission's right to make a rule which will 
he right to take charge of the sale 
ts for future world’s series. That is 
by the rule. quoted. My con- 
that until the commission does 
iving itself the right to remove 
from the competing clubs the supervision of 
the sale of tickets the right to @o so does not 
exist. 

*‘In other words, unlegs the commission 
has adopted such a rule it has no authority 
to announce that hereafter it will take 


charge of the sale of world’s series seats. - 


It must first adopt a rule giving itself that 
authority. I asked the commission if such 
a rule had been passed and if so was it 
passed before or since the last world's series. 

“If the commission empowered itself to 
take charge of the sale of seats before this 
last world’s series why did it not handle the 
tickets last fall and in fact during the last 
four years? If the commission voted itself 
the right to handle the tickets after the last 
world’s series such vote and power cannot be 
made retroactive. It was not in the commis- 
sion’'s power under any rules that I can find 
to vote itself the right after the expiration of 
the last world’s series to assume any au- 
thority whatsoever over the gale of seats of 
that series or any previous series. 


Can Find No Authority. 

‘“* Consequently it is my contention the 
commission has no authority to make a find- 
ing criticising the Chicago club for anything 
pertaining to its constitutional rights in the 
matter of printing and selling tickets for 
events taking place on its own grounds. 
Moreover, I cannot find where the commis- 
sion has any authority under its own rules 
to undertake an investigation of a competing 
club's conduct of its own bisiness affairs as 
provided for in those rules.’’ 

Asked if it was his purpose to request the 
commission to withdraw its finding, just is- 
sued in the case, President Murphy replied 
that it was not, He said his purpose was 
merely to put the facts up to the commission 
for its consideration, and it would be up to 
the commissioners to withdraw or affirm 
their findings. Headded: . 

*“T believe I am acting in the best inter- 
ests of baseball. I favor the commission's 
taking control of everything connected with 
world’s series, but it must be done legally, 
and can be done only by adopting the neces- 
sary rules. By raising the point at this 
time I am endeavoring to forestall a dispute 
or tangle which may do baseball a great in- 
jury If sprung at an unforeseen moment.”

The old horse himself was bred 
in Michigan, but sold to go to Massachusettes 
when a 4 year old, later being taken to Ken- 
tucky, where he now ifs owned. 

The colt purchased by a Michigan man is 
Robert C., which made such a favorable im- 
pression at the Lexington meeting by winning 
as a 2 year old from a classy field fn 2:13%, 
2:14%. The time of the miles was enough to 
stamp Robert C. as a great young trotter. 
but there are things about the colt, aside from 
hie speed, that make him look like a pos- 
sible winner of the rich 3 year old stakes in 


which he isengaged. Previous to the 2 year | 


old futurity at Lexington I saw Robert C. 
work a mile in 2:14%. In the race itself, 
driven by the colored trainer Ed Willis, he 
went on a trot all the time, but apparently 
wae unable to carry his brush far, which did 
not look natural in yiew of his breeding. 


Shoes Are Too Heavy. 


The explanation, however, wae simple. It 
appears that when the colt was turned over 
to Willis just before the Lexington meeting 
he was carrying 27 ounces on each front foet, 
and that this burden was not lightened in 
futurity. But previous to the second rece of 
the week over half the load was removed. 
with the result thet Robert C. won as he liked 
and put up the best performance of the sea- 
eon by a2 year old colt trotter.

Benyon to Train Robert C. 


The price given out as having been paid for 
her brother, Robert C., is $12,500. He will 
have an extra good chance next season, as 
he is to be trained by Ed Benyon, who 
brought out Fereno, Mobel, Walnut Halil, 
and other colt trotters of high class when he 
was with the Walnut Hall farm, but who 
hae for the last few years been training a 
public stable. 

I subscribe to the general belief among 
horsemen that “any successful trainer can 
train a cok,’’ but at the same time there are 
gome men who shine in that branch of the 
business more than in any other, and to my 
way of thinking Benyon is sucha man. He 
ig more than a competent colt trainer. In 
Robert C. he has probably the best colt ever 
under his management, and if the terrific 
weight carcied the most part of the last 
season has not damaged the forward under- 
pinning of the young trotter, I believe he wilt 
have no trouble at all beating 2:10 as a 8°year 
old, because Benyon will go along with him 
carefully and intelligenily. 


Beats Trampfast’s Average. 


When Trampfast in 1907 lowered the race 
record for 2 year old trotting colts to 2:124 
he was looked upon as a great colt, but in the 
race where that record was made the average 
of his two winning heats was 2:14, the miles 
being 2:12%, 2:16%, with Trampfast out to the 
last ounce in the final mile, and only enabled 
to win by the superb reinemanship of Tommy 
Murphy. The winning heats by Robert C. 
were 2:13%, 2:14%, and average of 2:14%, and 
as he had much more left at the finish of 
each mile than did Trampfast the perform- 
ance asa whole.must be considered equal to 
any ever put up by a stallion of that age. 
Robert C. goes to a farm where some of the 
best broodmares in the country are owned, 
and if he does not succeed asa sire it will not 
be the fault of his new owner.

“Extras” Needed by Thousands. 

Ten thousand extra salespeople were gath- 
ered into the seven city blocks of downtown 
State street for the accommodation of the 
Christmas trade in holiday goods. But when 
the first of this army reported for duty most 
patrons of the street had not thought of 
Christmas. This first and most serious 
thought of the holiday is the work of the 
store Managements. 

About Sept. 15 the State street store began 
to reach out for the competent holiday sales- 
man. Men and women who in July and 
August were told at a first glance that there 
was no chance for a position were looked at 
twice after Sept. 1. They were questioned 
and sized up. The employment office was 
sitting up and taking notice. By Sept. 15 in 
State street that preposeessing, likely candi- 
date for a place behind a counter was not 
allowed.to leave. 

“We don’t need you just now,” was the 
final summing up of the employer, “ but if 
you have an idea of remaining with us 


through the holiday season we'll take you on, 
any how.” 

One great store in State street took in 2,500 
holiday salespeople after the first day of 
preparation for the holiday rush. When you 
consider that most of the candidates for these 
places were salespeople out of work and 
probahly more or less unknown to the man- 
agement of the house, you can guess at the 
intricacies of: judgment called for in selection. 
When the first of the holiday sales business 
began on Nov. 15, you may have an idea of 
the work of the employment expert of this 
one house.

How the Army Is Recruited. 

Hiring 2,500 salespeople, to say nothing of 
the hundreds of men that had to be chosen 
for the ramifying work of a great house 
on the outside, is a big job.

A leader of the Greek community in Chi- 

cago explained the nature of the various 
holidays which these bootblacks and street 
venders, the majority of whom are Greeks, 
have, and how they are celebrated, 
“The beotblack and the little street mer- 
chants you speak about,” this Greek said, 
“ know little of Sunday. If they weretorest 
on Sunday many of them would have to go 
out of business. On that day the street cor- 
ner merchant does more business then et any 
other time during the week. 

“ But this is not all. While they have no 
holiday on Sunday they have more holidays 
at other times during the year than the 
Americans have We have carnivals in the 
spring and fal] and at these carnivals every 
one to and really gets out a great deal 
of pleasure and amusement, Then we have 


@ way ef celebrating one's birthday much 


more elaborately than Americans celebrate. 
Greeks celebrate their birthdays not on the 
days when they were born, but they celebrate 
the day of the saint after whom they are 
named. Thus a Greek named George will 
celebrate St. George’s day. Another Greek 
by the name of Philip will celebrate St. Phil- 
ip's day. 

“This day is celebrated first of all by not 
working. The youth who works for some fel- 
low Greek has no difficulty in explaining that 
this is his saint's day and his employer lets 
him off. He invites some of his friends, and 
that day, which to all others is an’ ordinary 
Tuesday or Wednesday, is the greatest holi- 
day to this little band of Greeks.”

When the Italian Is a King. 

If the Greek bootblack or peanut ped- 
dler is-transformed more or less on his holl- 
day when he is among his own people who 
know him and understand him, the Italian 
who follows similar occupations is a veritable 
king on a holiday, For Italiane are in greater 
numbers in Chicago. They have more socie- 
tles and opportunities for amusement. 
When the bootblack or standkeeper gets a 
few houre off on some Sunday he is “ on the 
go “ from the first to the last minute. There 
ig alweys a parade he can join. There is 
alwaye an entertainment in which, if he can- 
not take part, he can at leest look on.

plicants of all classes. 

Year after year, however, the approach 
of the holidays brings duliness to many lines 
in the wholesale trade. In the millinery busi- 
hess, especially in the exclusive millinery 
houses in Chicago, employés count upon a 
holiday place behind the. counters of the 
State street stores as tiding them over the 
dull season in their own line. 

Saturdays in the holiday season are the 
great days for shopping on account of the 
children, who accompany parents and rela- 
tions, This fact brings money to the peck- 
ets of many university students who have 
qualifications for the work and who apply 
for this Saturday position. 

About two weeks before Christmas, re- 
gardless of the preparations that have been 
goimg on for weeks, there ie a rush of ap- 
plicants for those last Gays of the Christmas 
crush. To the most careful and experienced 
of house employers this is a trying situation. 
The crush is on at the sales counters and 
there are noc enough employés to meet it 
Help must be had at once, 

ee 
“Fag Ends” Last Resort. 

“You may gay that these last applicants 
are the fag ends of those seekers after posi- 
tions who for weeks have been apptying for 
places,” said a State street manager. “ They 
may have been ‘ sorted over’ time and again 
and refused places weeks before. But we 
have to make a selection and do it quickly. 
Naturally there is increased risk from these 
employés and sometimes we make bad mis- 
takes.” 

On the other hand, some of the most appre- 
clated of salesmen in the big State street 
stores in yedrs past have proved themselves 
from the one opportunity to make good in the 
holiday rush. 

** We find scores of such people every year,” 
said this manager. “ We can’t keep all of 
them, naturally, but where a man or womem 
demonstrates himeelf in this hurry season 
and we have to let him go, his acdrese is 
taken. We show the saleaman that we would 
like to keep in touch with him and where the 
person shows interest enough to do do, often 
we find permanent place for him whe the 
spring trade revives.” 

With 25 per cent increase in the numbers of 
salespeople in State street for the holidays 
only, heads of departments everywhere face 
worries and new responsibilities in these 
Christmas days. One-fourth of theemployés 
of a department virtually are strangers. It 
may be that insufficient time was given to 
look into their credentials. At the best, they 
are more or less unfamiliar with the house in 
which they are emergency employes. When 
one recadis that the greatest numbers of new 
people must be assembled behind counters 


at which the most valuable of holiday goods 
lie within the smallest compass, he can appre- 
clate the risk that may come from possible 
dishonesty in the employé. 

Jewelry, china, and cut gless, handker- 
chiefs, gloves, and rare silks that might be 
secreted in a pocket or sleeve are things to 
keep heads of these departments on edge dur- 
ing the holiday crushes. Aside from the 
chance that the employé may be dishonest 
are the further chances of mistake in his 
judgement of goods and of people ining the 
counters. All of this is only a part of the 
holiday burden ef the department head. 

To the extent that the sales forces are in- 
creased, every affiliated line of workers for 
the seagon is increased. For the managers of 
the big stores, responsibilities which began 
months before inthe buying in all parts of the 
world, are increased in the hendling of these 
goods from the wholesale storehouse, through 
the channels of sales, and on until the pur- 
chased goods are delivered safely at the home 
of the purchaser. 

If you have looked out of your window at 
the approach of a State street delivery wegon 


' within the last two weeks, to see a delivery 


boy leap from the wagon before it has come 
to a stop and rush up a flight of steps with a 
package under his arm representing $25 or $50 
worth of cut glass, in which you have just in- 
vested, you may appreciate this sense of re- 
sponsibility and risk on the part of downtown 
managers of a store. 

But im the store patrons themselves the 
management's responsibilities and risks are 
multiplied by this holiday season.

Crowds atAll Times Uncertain. 

Crowds of people are among the most un- 
certain forcesin life. Noone may count upon 
that moment when they may stampede, with 
or without cause. To prevent jamming at 
counters in the rush of holiday shopping 1s 
one of the most essential) things in the con- 
duct of the State street store. Tohave aisles 
wide enough for emergencies \s imperative. 

Under proper conditions, the modern eleva- 
tor in the hands of a competent operator is 
the safest of all means of passage up and 
¢own through the modern great store. But 
where patrons are disposed (o crush on 
crowded floors the elevator service me@y be 
one of the most dangerous agencies in the 
building. More elevator starters are required 
for the Christmas rush and operators of the 
cars are assembled frequently for ta: lks, 
demonstrations, and questioning». 

Fire drills gre imposed more frequently 
upon employés and every appliance to meet 
this possible emergency of fire is inspected 
and kept to the highest efficiency. This 
emergency of fire in the big Christmas dis- 
plays of State street is not so remote, per se, 
as fireproof building and electric lighting 
might promise. The fire risk, however, lies 


largely in the stampeding of the shopping 
crowds. 

A cloud of amoke no bigger than a bushel 
basket may start 10,000 unthinking people 
into a mad rush for the doors. Yet with the 
fire appliances and the fire drill imposed upon 
employés in the modern store, it is almost 
impossible that a fire can menace in shopping 
hours. ‘ The incandescent Mght with its95 per 
cent of heat is not safe as to fire, as so Many 
persons believe. But 50,000 salesmen in the 
seven blocks of State street, each of them 
schooled to the small emergency of such a 
blaze and with fire apparatus at hand to meet 
it, leaves the fire danger of Christmas shop- 
ping nil, if only the shopper will keep his 
head. But wil? he do so? It is this question 
which State street heaves unanewered at 
Christmas and shoulders as one of itg inevit- 
able burdens of the seagon.

Holiday Trade Opened Earlier. 

Christmas shopping in State street opened 
noticeably on Dec. 1—earlier than ever before 
since the “early shopping” phrase was 
coined. It is expected that Thankegiving 
must be out of the way before the shopper 
turns to Christmas buying in marked man- 
ner. Those shoppers interested in some of 
the rare importations from the orient and 
from artistic Europe discovered from this 
early invasion of the shopping center that it 
is worth while. 

“ Those first things which are assembled 
for Christmas choice are these things from 
the remote parts of the globe,” said a man- 
ager. “ To geta first and best choice of these 
displays it is necessary to buy early. For 
domestic products a department may be 
stockec and restocked half a dozen times; in

years old find himself in debt to the 
extent of $450,000 or more, ordinarily 
{is sufficient to tag a man f. o. b., for 
the poorhouse and the potter's field. 

To have built up a fortune of $600,000 and 
to have accustomed himself to an income of 
$25,000; then to accept a salary of $25 a week 
in a real estate office where he knew nothing 
of the business and liked is so Mttle that he 
wished he might have known less, is some- 
thing to make the man rounding his fiftieth 
anniversary think hard of quitting. 

There are exceptions toall rules. A likely 
exception, it will be admitted, is an Irish- 
man. And Charies H. McConnell of Chicago 
is that particular Irishman of the story. 

Accuse Mr. McCdmnell of being an Irish- 
man, however, and he pleade that he was too 
young at the time to helpit. While ue wag 
born tm Dublin away back in 186Z he insists 
that it was his influence upon his parents 
that induced them a year or so later to emi- 
grate to the United States and take up a 
residence in Detroit, where he and the other 
youngsters ofthe family grew up. | 

When he was out of school Charley McCon- 
mell decided upon a newspaper career and 
started in as printer’s devil im the office of 
the old Detroit Tribune, where both he and a 
brother became full fledged compositors. 
When the war came on with its call for volun- 
teers, Charles responded as a loyal Irish- 
man and became a private in Company B, 
Twenty-fourth Michigan infantry, which 
afterward won its laurels as a portion of the 
famous “iron brigade’’ at Gettysburg. 

When he hdd been mustered out at the close 
of the war J. H. Haverly was a friend of his. 
Chicago needed a show printing house and 
young McConnell opened the establishment 
at 118 Monroe street. As the National Print- 
ing company the young house did a big: busi- 

ness; and in spite of two fines that cost him 
an aggregate of $250,000, it was this show 
printing business which built the McConnell 


fortune to $600,000. 
oo o 


Friendship Cost Whole Fortune. 

About that time J. H. Haverly, who was 
conducting a transcontinental line of the- 
aters, began to get into financial! troubles. 
In Mr. McConnell’s opinion a friend is a 
friend, and out of this: conception of the 
truth he began to indorse Haverly's notes. 
When the aggregate of these notes was 
$85,000 Mr. McConnell thought he was en- 
titled to drop out on the score of friendship, 
but the result was that in four months he 
was tied up for $165,000 worth of the Hav- 
erly paper. 

“Tn for a penny, in fora pound,” proved 
true in this case. It was im June, 1883, that 
Mr. McConnell succeeded to the Columbia 
theater property in Chicago and beeame in 
addition the official ‘‘ ghost’ prompter for 
the ‘Haverly ventures that extended from 
Brooklyn to San Francisco. At enormous 
cost the Columble in Chicago was over- 
hauled and made into a veritable art mu- 
seum, with paintings and statuary from the 
capitals of Europe. Two years later'a 
stock company took over the Columbia and 
“Col."" McConnell became plain “ Mac,” 

Six; hundred thousand dollars were gone! 
The house at 3440 Michigan avenue’ was 
closed. The eleven blooded horses and the 
thirteen equipages whicn Mr. McConnell 
had maintained were disposed of. Instead 
of riding downtown behind a spanking pair 
of high steppers Mr. McConnell recalls the 
long period in which hé walked an average 
of ten miles a day in order to save 10 cents 
carfare! A friend offered him the post of a 
tax assessor at $5 a Gay, which was a god- 
send! 

Another friend in Brooklyn in the real es- 
tate business, hearing of the failure, sent

for him, offering a salary of $25 a week, with 
prospecfs of McConnell’s finally becoming 
@ partner. In the opinion of Mr. McConnell 
himegelf, however, he doesn’t believe he ever 
earned $25 in real estate efforts. It isa busi- 
ness which moves too slowly for his patience. 

In this position he woke up one morning 
witha cold. Hisantidote was quinine, and in 
search of ft he went into aeorner drug store, 
where he paid 20 cents for two dozen two 
grain capsules. A few days later, reminded 
of more quinine, he stepped into a Broadway 
pharmacy and at cut rate prices bought a 
bottle of 100 quinine pills for @ quarter. 

Mow did they do it? Was the stuff genu- 
iné? But the medicine brought the old ring- 
ing in the ears and finally broke up the cold. 
This was the beginning of Mr. McConnell's 
acquaintanceship with the chief clérk of the 
store. If a New Yorker could make a for 
tune. in a cut rate drug store, why wouldh’t 
it be a good idea for Chicago? McConnell 
didn’t know anything about drugs, but the 
world’s fair was coming on in Chicago and 
there would be plenty of others in other 
businesses who didn’t know anything about 
their lines.

But héw was he to get to Chicago, a thou- 
sand miles away, with Mrs. McConnell] and 
the stnall daughter? Luckily the interstate 
commerce commission had not then smashed 
pass giving. An old friend on the Erie road 
told Mr. McConnell that he would be de- 
lighted to hand him transportation to Chi- 
cago, which he proceeded to do. 

‘‘ And I borrowed $5 to pay for a lower 
berth in a sleeper,”’ smiled Mr. McConnell. 

Without money and overwhelmed with debt 
—which, however, had become outlawed by 
the lapse of time—establishing a drug store 
stock on which to mark cut prices was.a prob- 
lem. B. A. Batchelder, proprietor of the old 
Southern hotel, had taken Mr. McConnell in, 
believing his credit good for a month’s board. 
For thirty days at least he had his living 
provided. 

From ten friends Mr. McConnell! borrowed 
$10,000 each, and his cut rate drug store was 
opened in Clark street in June, 1892, with 
$2,500 of borrowed money advanced on the 
$25,000 a year rent for the store. At the end 
of the first four months the average sales 
were $800 a day. Then came the’ panic of 
1888. Sales fell to $250 a day, banks began 
calling in loans. Clark street at best was 
bad for the venture, and at the end of 1883 
a receiver was appointed for the house, with 
its $50,000 assets and $86,000 liabilities! 

Clark street was not the place for the ven- 
ture. In the experience of Mr. McConnell it 
wasn't the site in which to hope for it to 
pay out on the receivership. ‘* Take it away 
from the receiver,”’ suggested a friend. And 
McConnell borrowed $50,000 with which todo 
it, though before the stock was moved to 
State street its indebtedness was $200,000!

“Osler Limit” Not Considered. 

But it was in State street, after he was 53 
years old and without knowledge of the 
@rug business, that Mr. McConne!! began to 
retrieve his lost fortunes. He wiped out 
the $200,000 of indebtedness in four years 
with $75,000 worth of stock and fixtures that 
cost $32.000! 

One might imagine that in these last nine 
years of business Mr. McConnell has become 
extremely well to do. Many a man might 
have been. But those old Haverly liabilities 
have rested upon the McConnell conscience 
after a quarter of a century. These debts 
long ago Were outlawed under the law, but 
McConnell is a law unto himself. He decid- 
ed that, principal and interest, they, were 


his own just debts and for nine years he 
has been paying them at the rate of $30,000 
a year. The principal was $165,000; the in- 
terest at 5 per cent will make the total more 
than $300,000, when in two or three years 
more the last obligation shal} have been 


wiped out! 


“It might be called sentimental that I 
should have shouldered the interest on those 
old liabilities,”’ admits Mr. McConnell, “ es- 
pecially when the interest is almost as great 
as the principal But I care more for the 
opinion of my friends than for money. The 
debt is mine—and I am paying it. That is 


all,’ ’ .

The McConnell home at 4417 Bilis avenue 
refiects Mr. McConnell’s tastes for art. For 


several years his summer trips abroad have 

yielded rare contributions to his collections. 

But of all that adorns his home he finds 

most delight in a little idea of his own with 

which he garnished the walls of his billiard 
room. 

It is a series of photographs illustrating 
the evolution of Charles H. McConnell from 
the gawking “ Charley” of 1860, through 
his military period, down to the poorly 
dressed citizen “Mac” of 1886, and the 
‘“ Poor Old Mac” of the business failure of 
1292. Friends and family laugh with him 
these days as he gloats over the collection. 

After all, however, this room is close to the 
heart of the veteran Charlies H. McCorinell, 
and in itself is a museum of war. Pictures 
and bronzes of Lincoln, of Grant, and Sher- 
man, the accouterments of the battlefield, 
with autograph portraits of McKinley and of 
Roosevelt, make this “‘ his” room essential- 
ly. One of the striking photographs !s that 
of a monument on the field of Gettysburg, be- 
side which stand Mr. McConnell and the con- 
federate, Col. Lane, whom Sergeant McCon- 
nell shot down on that same field forty years 
before.

Ancient Enemies Meet as Friends. 

There had been close, hard fighting, and the 
Twenty fourth Michigan had been ordered to 
retire for lack of ammunition. McConnell 
had one charge in his old musket and this, at 
less than 100 yards, he fired at the color 
bearer, Col. Lane, bringing him down badly 
wounded. By accident the two men met to 
shake hands on the field four years ago! 

As further recognition of all that he feele 
be owe® to his military experience, it Is the 
purpose of Mr. McConnell to erect 4 monu- 
ment at Gettysburg, both to his fellows and 
to the brave men who fought him there. The 
design is for a temple of three domes, with 
the central portion dedicated to the Iron 
brigade. On the right the wing will be dedi- 
cated to the Twenty-fourth Michigan in- 
fantry, and on the left will be a tribute to 
the valor of the Twenty-sixth North Caro- 
lina regiment. It was in this fleld that the 
confederate regiment lost 90 per cent of its 
800 men, against the 80 per cent of 00 men 
lost by the Twenty-fourth Michigan. 

“T expect to turn over this memorial com- 
plete in 1913."" said Mr. McConnell. To 
méasure it by money, I may say that it will 
cost at least twice as much as any other 
monument on the fleld.””

duction but has also been the Artificial 
Diamonds.

ficial diamonds certainly have been made, 
but on such a small scale that they practical- 
ly have been uscless. 

By the term artificial is not meant glasa. or 
paste imitation, but the real substance, so 
made by chemical art that the product: is 
the same in every respect as that made by 
mature.

On this day of days, when London really 
merits its oft quoted title of * the most gen- 
erous city in the world,’’ upwards of 50,000 
sumptuous dinners are given publicly by one 
society alone, and no one knows the enor- 
mous amount.of private giving. More than 
250,000 destitute. ehiidren share in the food, 


.the clothing, the blankets, the boots and 


shoes, the coal, and’ the endless variety of 
good things that go to make the pack of old 
Santa Claus the ‘most wonderful, the most 
mysterious, and the most welcome bag in the 


‘world. 


To those who are unable to attend the in- 
numerable public feasts in person the Christ- 
mas dinner is actually delivered to the homes. 
In fact, there are a number of charitable 
societies which make a specialty of deliver- 
ing free Christmas dinners to the homes of 
the poor who cannot manage to get to the 
public banquets. 

:* For weeks previous to the coming of Christ- 
mas day these societies are busy collecting 
money, and few appeals from them remain 
unanswered, Several of these organizations 


have been in existence many years, some of 


them having’ been regularly endowed in the 
wills of charitable persons. Bven in the 
workhouses—the dreaded last resort of the 
poor— good cheer”’ prevails, and the poor 
law guardians administer “relief” with a 


‘Jenlency far beyond what the law usually 


allows. 
. + 
Each School Gives ‘*F east.” 

Among the children of the poot Christmas 
is the one big event in their hungry little 
Mves. At Christmas each school gets up a 
“feast’’ and every child receives a sub- 
gtantial ‘“‘tuck in” at the expense of the 
local authorities. 

Though the London county council does 
not give an official banquet to children on 
Christmas day, it sanctions the payment 
of money out of its funds to various schools 
for the purpose of providing ‘‘ Christmas 
dinners.” It also provides for the delivery 
of thousands of dinners at the homes of 

terippled children unable to attend the pub- 
lic feasts, in some ‘cases even sending spe- 
cial “invalid”’ carriages for those who pre- 
fer to go to the festivities. 

As if not to, be outdone by the county 
council in their attempt to play the part of 
‘Father. Christmas,” the city aldermen and 
lord mayor of London make heavy contri- 


butions out of the London funds for a great. 
banqtet given tod children belonging to. the. 


so-called ‘‘ragged schools.” 

In addition to this, on Christmas day the 
lord mayor's fund is called upon for $2,500 
for special Christmas “purses” given to 
widows. As each purse contains $1.25, no 
leas than 2.000 widows are thus benefited. 
rickets for these grants are issued by the 
court of\\common couricil attached to the 
lord mayor's office. Another fund of a 
similar character for widows is granted by 
the court of aldermen, though the sum Is 
much. smaller—only $1,250 divided into 
is purses ’* of $2.50 each.

Prominent People Play Samaritan. 

In addition to the lord mayor’s banquet, the 
London county council fund, and other official 
donations, a number of prominent public per- 
sonages take it upon themselves to play the 
good Samaritan among the poor at Christmas 
time. Former Lord Major Sir William Tre- 
loar, for instance, nad constituted himself 
the special Santa Claus of crippled children 
in London, and during the festive season 
gives away no less than 7,000 baskets, or 
hampers, containing the ingredients of the 
best of dinners. 

Each hamper contains a goose or turkey. 
a cake, and the necessary constituents of @ 
plum pudding. Though these hampers are 
sent to the children, it is, of course, under- 
stood that the whole household is to share 
in-the wealth of good things provided, and 
thus many of the London poor who seldom 
taste meat.of any kind are able to regale 
themselves with delicacies usually confined to 
the tables of the rich.

fund is by no means the only one of its kind, 
however. The Christmas Dinner association, 
St: Giles’ Christian mission, the ‘‘ Happy 
Christmas ” society, and similar bodies have

= . 
Brings “Santy”’ te Thousands. 

A close rival to Sir Wiliam Treloar in this 
battle of charity is Sir John Kirk, director 
of the “ Ragged schools”’ of Loncon. The 
carrying out of the worthy Sir John’s pro- 
gram each year brings Santa Claus into the 
homes of thousands. The “ Ragged schools,”’ 
of which he has charge, are situated in the 
most congested districts of the lear. tied alien ne abi Bin Boe and are 
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was heipless and bed-ridden for with 
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only attended i eindiad whose parents are 
too poor to properly clothe and feed them. 
Upwarcs of 4,669 voluntary teachers direct 


the schools, and they are in touch with more - 


than a hundred thousand children, The num- 
ber of Christmas dinners and hampers which 
find their way into the homes of poor thil- 
éren through the “ ‘ Ragged schools * alone ad 
estimated at nearly 50,000. 

Perhaps the most sumptuous of all the 
Christmas feasts given by the organizations 
affiliated with the “ Ragged schools” is that 
which takes place at the Guildhell, where a 
special dinner is provided for about 1,500 lit- 
tle ones. This feast is prepared with ali the 
pomp and ceremony possible in order that 
the minds of the children may be impressed 
with the grandeur of the unforgettable occa- 
Real alcermen don aprons and wait 
upon the tables, to the amusement and de- 
light of the youngsters.’ 

After the dinner, whatever remains of 
the banquet is distributed among the wait- 
ing poor outside the doors. The dinner at the 
Guildhall is an almost international affair, 
for the reason that several of the English 
colonies send substantial donations to the ex- 
penses. South Australia sends every year, 
through its “ Raggec School society,’’ known 
as the “ S»ebeams,”’ the sum of $750; while 
British Columbia contributes an equal 
amount,

Speaking of the widespread activities of the 

* Ragged School union’ for the purpose of 
providing dinners to the London poor,, Sir 
John Kirk said: 

“Many distinguished people have enrolled, 
themselves as members of these different 
societies. For instance, Lord Roberts is 
proud of being a ‘Sunbeam,’ and takes a 
deep interest in seeing that the pour chil- 
dren of; London have a good time at Christ- 
mas. He has been present at several of 
the festivals in the, past and is populer 
among the children. \ The South Australian 
Sunbeam society grew out of the efforts of 
two Australian newspaper workers. 

“One is known to the children as ‘ Uncle 
Harry ’—the only name he cares to give— 
while the other is J. H. Finlayson. When 
they first started getting contributions to 
send to England for a Christmas dinner for 
poor children, Mr. Finlayson and ‘ Uncle 
Harry ’ met with ready response. They now 
have about 13,000 subscribers to their fund; 
and though the money is often sent in the 
form of five and teh cent pieces, they have 
managed, in the course of a few years, to 
remit to this country not less than $20,000. 
The South Australian ‘Sunbeams' have not 
limited their funds wholly to Christmas din- 
ners, but have raised money for convalescent 
homes for children, fresh air funds and 
similar work.

“When we give our dinmers in London 
each year,” continued Sir John Kirk, “w 
try to make the occasion a memorable one 
for the little ones. At the Gulldhall every- 
thing is done as impressively as possible. 
There are splendid bands of music, the place 
is gorgeously decorated, and to poor chil- 
dren, picked right out of the worst slums, it 
must seem like fairyland. Of course, as the 
Guildhall does not hold all the children, there 
are other dinners m various places. 

“As to these others, Christmas is a sort 
of movable feast, so to speak. That is, each 
year we have it around to a different place. 
One year it is in Bethnal green—a poor sec- 
tion; thé next In Southwark, where there 
are many slums, and the overcrowding is ter- 
rible, and so On. A year or 80 ago we gave 
one of our largest dinner in the People’s 
palace in Whitechapel, the institution with 
which Sir Walter Besant was so long con- 
nected.”’ 

Another large Christmes dinner assécia- 
tion’ In London is know as‘the “robin fund,”’ 
which looks out for the Christmas enjoyment 
of upwards of 20,000 children. Sir John Kirk 
is trustee of this fund also, and probably 
his name is more closely associated with the 
poor at Christmas than that of any other 
person in England. It is his prominence in 
and close touch with this work that have 
made his name so well kfiown among the 
poor. Last year King Edward, in recognition 
of this fact, conferred a osetia upon 
him. 

. - 
“Goose Club” Popular Form. 


A popular form of providing for the poor 
man's Christmas in Bngland is what is known 
as the *‘ Goose club.”’. Poor people, by con- 
tributing from,1 to 2 cents a week, are.ena- 
bled to assure for. themselves a Christmas 


‘dinner, including goose or turkey. There 


are several philanthropic societies which 
*‘ assist’ goose clubs in their provision of 
Christmas dinner. That is, if the club saves 


— -- oo 


additional dinners are thus provided by va 
rious churches. Separate associations look 
after bringing the maximum amount of hap- 
piness into the London hospitals. Five dit- 
ferent ofganizations have this work in hand, 
while a number ‘of private philanthropists 
take a personal inferest in the work. 

Leopold de Rothschild sends each year 
about $15,000 worth of flowers to London 
children’s hospitals and also donates such 
luxuries as the children are permitted to 
have. He sends literally tons of toys to the 
children’s wards, many of these being of the 
most up todate mechanical pattern and some 
of great cost. Of course, ‘with the hospitals, 


the providing of plum pudding and turkey. 


would scarcely be conformabie to “ doctors’ 
orders,”’ but most of the societies devoted to 
eNeviating the condition of the suffering 
have Christmas trees in the hospitals, where 
various presents are given away. 

Thousands of cripples are provided with 
crutches and instruments which they 
would be too poor to pay for. Most of the 
hospitals are beautifully decorated, while 
even the nurses: and attendants are not for- 
gotten.

Mayors Vie in Generosity. 

In addition to the Guildhall banquets and 
funds for giving the London poor feasts, 
goods, and money, it must be recalled that 
each London borough has a mayor of its 
own, and most of these functionaries are not 
to be outdone by the central authority. Bach 
mayor is supported by aldermen and coun- 
cilors, and most of these assist their chief 
in providing the poor of their district with 
free meals, coal, blankets, and other things. 

In fact, a species of emulation In shower- 
ing benefits upon the poor at Christmas 
takes place among the vartous London 
boroughs. So extensive has this conferring 
of gifts become in London in recent years 
that there is always at Christmas time a 
mysterious increase of population in some 
of the poorer sections of the city, 

As a mattér of fact, so many Christmas 
dinners are given away in London, and 
the poor come in for so many benefits, that 
it. almost “ pays" for the poor to come to 
London from other ¢ities-in order to partici- 
pate in the shower of largesses. Careful 
watch has to be kept over “ repeaters.” 

One man boasted last year that, despite 
every precaution, he managed to provide 
himself and family with seven Christmas 
hampers and obtained tickets to eleven dif- 
ferent Christmas feasts. These he dlis- 
tributed among his friends with MUberal 
generosity. While it may be possible for 
“repeaters” to. work the societies in such 


& way that they can obtain a number of- 


tickets, there is no doubt that the genuine 
poor at Christmas receive most of the bene- 
fits. ? 
* * . 
Cold Serves Good Purpose. 

If the weather at Christmas time in Eng- 
lang be at all cold, it seems to operate still 
better for the cause of the poor. Managers 
of the various dinner societies and Christ- 
mas coal and blanket distributing agéncies 
reported recently that they needed a 
“sharp cold spell to open the purses of the 
rich.”’ 

Owing to thé great unemployed problem 
this year, Christmas charity will probably 
be drawn, upon more extensively than any 
year in the past with the exception, perheps, 
of the Irish famine year. It is estimated 
that upwards of 70, 000 unemployed, “ hunger 
marchers,” and other destitute people are 
“on the streets” in England just now, and 
all these will, of course, receive their share 
of Christmas dinners. One of the “ hunger 
march” leaders recently in discussing this 
question said: 

“Our men all expect turkey this Christ- 
mas. I understand that different societies 
are arranging to look after us. There are 
about 5,000 regular ‘hunger marchers ’— 
that is, people without any fixed abode, un- 
less you call the workhouse their home. 
Most of these people do not care to go to 
the workhouse, but rather sleep out in door- 
ways, passages, yards, and on the benches 
on the embankment.” 

During a recent investigation conducted by 
the London county council it was found that 
upwards of 10,000 people were sleeping in 
the shelters provided for them by such or- 


ganizations as the Salvation army, Church 


army, and similar bodies. All these people 
will be’ looked after on Christmas day, 
though the additional strain on the charity 
of the community will be heavy.

“In this emergency a machinist in the fac- 
tory said he thought he could design and 
build a lathe attachment that would turn 
the balls, complete, from an automatic ma- 
chine. .He was told to go ahead, with the 
result that when the men on strike finally ex- 
Pressed willingness to go to work again at 


the old scale I told them we had no further 
use for them.” 

No man can combat such an individuat 
stand in such an emergency as this This 
table product of the factory distinctly was a 
machined table.

Not ,only did the Invention relieve 
him of the responsibility for a troublesome 
personal equation in his plant, but he could 
build a table quite as well, selj it for a lower

Manufactarer's Eye the Keener. 

The sentimentalist, merely, fails to appre- 
ciate his subtle distinction which to the eye of 
the manufacturer sc sharply accentuates the 
difference between the “man” unit and the 
“ machine ” unit of production. Asa manu- 
facturer he may have grown. gray in his ex- 
perience of employés without ever finding 
two workers who couldwdé dépended upon in 
all things for efficiency to an invariably like 
degree. His experience with the standard 
machine, however, long had assured him that 
with two or five or seven of such manufac- 
tures set into his machinery plant, an almost 
uniform effectiveness could be counted upon 


- for all of them. 


But if one such machine should fail? Then 
uncer modern conditions he could count upon 
the builders of the machines to make any de- 
fects good, even to replaciag the machine 
with a new one. 

But when the “man ” unit fails him? There 
is no other responsible agency to make the 
failure good. He may discharge the “ man ”’ 
worker and try to get a better one.

But there may be fric- 
tien all through a ‘man manufactory '— 
more menacing than it could be In the ‘ma- 
chine manufactory '"—and a council of all the 
officers of all the * man manufactory ' might 
fail to trace it to the real source. Or, trac- 
ing the cause of the friction, it still might be 
impossible to remedy the trouble with any 
certainty. 

“That manager of men Iimeelf-is human. 
He has human weaknesses'of his own. Out 
of his own weaknesses he must discover the 
weaknesses of others and correct them.

“ That engineer of the ‘ machine manufac- 
tory’ is human—yes.

When this ma- 
chine is turned over to the engineer who is 
schooled in the principles of machinery, the 
mantfacturer himself is in a position at once 
to decide whether the machine or his engineer 
is Incompetent. And there is no appeal from 
his judgment.”’ .

' Prague Holds Oldest Record. 

A writer in the Jewish World points to 
Prague as holding the oldest Jewish military 
record, for in» the Alten! synagogue is still 
shown the much worn flag of Ferdinand IIL, 
vgiven the Jews in 1648 for their courageous 
defense of Prague against the Swedes. The 
Jews were permitted to servein the Austrian 
army as far back as 1781; and amongst the 
Austrians, who éerve¢ in the international 
war of the first decade of the century was 
Emanuel! Eppinger, who received decorations 
from the hands of two emperors. 

A record of 1866 mentions the bravery of 
Moses Weber, who, after completing service, 
volunteered and fought at Skalitz. A com 
rade, Puchreiner, was wounded in both legs. 
Weber, amid a rain of bulets, Grew him out 
of the lines, and, throwing him over his 
shoulders, carried him to the rean, and then 
returned to the battie, where, the officers be- 
ing shot down, he gallantly took command 
of his company. : 

There are today over 40,000 Jewish privates 
and over 2,000 Jewish officers in the Austro- 
Hungarian army. Heinrich Porges, a Jew- 
ish colonel of the standing infantry, was re- 
cently raised to the rank of general major 
and intrusted with the responsible post of 
commanding the important fortress of 
Przemys! in Galicia. At the same time a Jew 
was appointed director genera) of the army 
medical department—the highest military 
medical position in Austria.

Decorated by the Czar. 

Col. Edward von Schweitzer, commandant 
of the Twenty-sixth regiment of infantry, is 
one of Austria's moet distinguished officers, 
who was received at St. Petersburg in au- 
dience with the czar, who decorated him with 
a high order. Of the numerous fam Jew- 
ish officers in the Hapsburg monarchy I will 
mention only one more name, that of the for- 
mer commandant of militia at the Brunn gar- 
rison, Col. Alexander von Wisz. 

This officer, a favorite of Kaiser Franz Jo- 
sef, distinguished himself so greatly in the 
various campaigns he has gone through that 
his breast is thickly covered with orders of 
the highest rank. Besides the large golden 
medal “for valor” and several other in- 
signia, he possesses also the Russian Order 
of the Crown. 

On one occasion he was to have received 
the Marie Theresa cross, given only for most 
distinguished bravery. Not more than six 
soldiers in Austria at present possess this, 
the highest military decoration. But Queen 
Marie Theresa inserted in the statutes found- 
ing the order a clause that it should be be- 
stowed on Christians alone; and for this 
reason Von Eisz did not receive it. He was 
told that if he allowed himself to be baptized 
he would obtain it, but this suggestion he 
promptly refused to follow.

Expected Redemption from Nessuth. 

In the Hungarian revolution there were 
no less than 35,000 leraelites, As by magic 
they were drawn toward Kossuth, whe 
preached liberty and equality and at whose 
hands they expected redemption from civil 
and political degradation, 

The firat: soldiers that stormed Plevna 
were Roumanian Jews, and the generals on 
both sides were Jews. In the last war be- 
tween Turkey and@ Greece, Gluseppe Misan, 
a Jew, received the first wound... The sultan 
of Turkey has gone on record as saying that 
there i@ not one of his Jewish subjects upon 
whom he can fail to rely in time of war, 
When the war with Greece broke out Jews 
from alt over the Turkish empire volunteered 
their services, as they did in the war with 
Russia. Forty Jewish soldiers were reward- 
ed by the sultan with medals in special! recog- 
nition of their gallantry on the field during 
the Greco-Turkish war. 

The Jews were first permitted to enter the 
Itallan army in 1848, and tmmediately 285 
volunteered, while the year following five 
Jewe fell in the defense of Rome against 
the French. There were Italian Jews in the 
Crimean war, and 250 were fighting as vol- 
unteera in 1850, and a large number were 
decorated, Of the 86,000 Jews in Italy in 
1866 there were 880 who took to arms. A

The year 1978 guaranteed to the Jews of- 
France equality with French citizens, but, 
as the Dreyfus affair shows, the liberty ‘of 
and justice to the Jew have not even yet 
passed from the statute Into reality. Still, 
in spite of all, the Jews of France rallied with 
equal promptness under the banner of the 
emptre and the republic when the safety of 
their country was imperiled. 

Even Napoleon, whosé marshals, Soult, 
Ney, and Massena (whose real name was 
Manaeseh), were Jews—the last named being 
one of Napoleon’s principal generals and by 
him surnamed “the child of victory "—did 
not regard the Jews as citizens unti] 1806. 
Jean Louls May and Simon Mayer, who both 
took part in Napoleon's: Sanhedrin, served 
In the earlier campaigns. The former re-

In 1808 Napoleon had 797 Jews in his army 
of 77,000 men. This is a large proportion, 
more than ten ina thousand. But the French 
record is exceptionally good for 1821; a Jew, 
Baron Woolf, held the rank of general. The 
records of twenty-four French-Jewish of- 
ficers Who served in the Crimean campaign 
are given in an interesting German work, 
“The Jew as Soldiers.” Fourteen of them 
received’ different grades of the Legion of 
Honor, one being degorated by Napdleon in 
prisoa.

“Jew” Dreyfus’ Only Fault. 

The vile men who concocted the odious éon- 
apiracy ageinst Dreyfus, could find no fault 
in this patriot except that he was a Jew, and, 
therefore, certain to be condemned without 
evidence, ang the more they lied, perjured, 
and forged, the more they convinced the 
world of the absolute innocence of Dreyfus, 

The Jews, though numbering only 80,000 in 
all France, have come to the top in many pro- 
fessions; they possess more wealth than their 
non-Jewish neighbors, drive the best herses, 
and inhabit the most splendid manéions.

On the Siet of August, 1200, Edward I. ban- 
ished all the Jews, numbering 16,511, from 


_ England; they were pitilessly driven from a 


country imhabited by their ancestors as far 
back as the eighth century. You could hard- 
ly expect them to love EXngtend: and yet no 
sooner hed favorable legislation restored 
them te citizenship than they proved their 
love of country. | 

The complete emancipation of the Jews in 
England was not brought about until 1858, 
when parlament reselved to admit Jews 
without the obligation te subscribe the oath 
“on the faith of a frue Christian.” Then 
their practical persecution was ended. For, 
as Mecaulay said, “ persecutior it is to in- 
flict penalties on account ef religious opin- 
ions.”’

Fifty Years Since Em@ncipation. 

Down to this time many eminent lawyers 
and judges doubted whether a Jew coujd 
lawfully hold real estate in England. Near- 
ly fifty years have elapsed since the Eng- 
lish Jews were fully emancipated. Macaulay, 
champion of humanity, who did so much to 
remove their disabilities, declared it was un- 
fair “till we have tried the experiment, 
whether by making Englishmen of them 
they will not become members of the com- 
munity.’’ 

The Jewish race has produced a major 
general, Albert Gokismid, who had two 
horses shot under him at Waterloo, and two 
lieutenant generals, Sir Jacob Adolphus and 
Sir David Ximines, while Sir Alexander 
Shomberg distinguished himeelf in the Brit- 
ish navy. More than 900 Jews took part in 
the Boer campaign, and in proportion to their 
number in the empire they bore much more 
than their share in their contribution to the 
fighting forces in the war with the Boers. 
Maj. Gen. Sir Wiliam Penn Symons, killed 
in the South African war, was by descent 
and faith a Jew, and named after a Quaker. 

Perhaps no more striking testimony to the 
Prominent part borne in the war, not only 
by English and South African Jews, but by 
their brethren in all parts of the empire, may 
be gathered from the jest generally current

Try «ut one- 
half of a pound fat salt pork cut in one-fourth 
inch dice; remove scraps and add to fat six 
slices of carrot, one medium sized onion 
sliced, two sprigs of thyme. two sprigs par- 
sley, one small bay leaf. Cook ten minutes. 
Add one-haif cup butter and lay the capons 
one ata time in vessel. Place on range, turn 
and baste constantly, until bird is richly 
browned, then place on trivet or meat rack 
im a dripping pan, strain the fat over the 
birds. Add two cups of boiling water or 
Chicken stock, cover and cook slowly in a 
mocerate oven until tendel, basting often. 
Add more stock when necessary. Serve sur- 
wounded with sweet potato croquettes and 
glazed chestnuts.

CANDIED CHESTNUTS—With a small, 
sharp. knife cut a cross on the flat side of 
each nut. Drop them into boiling water, let 
them remain two minutes; drain well and 
dry them onacrashtowel. Allow a teaspoon 
,of butter to two cups of chestnuts. Melt 
butter in a dripping pan. Add the nuts and 
shake the pah unt!l each nut {s coated with 
butter. Allow them to “ sweat’”’ in the oven 


five minutes. Then remove the shells. Dur- - 


ing this process keep the nuts covered with 
a thick cloth. They ‘will shell easier if kept 
hot, and steaming helps to loosen the shell. 
Soak the shelled nut meats in cold water to 
cover, to which add a qudntity of citric acid 
about the size of a chestnut to two cups of 
nuts. Let t remain in this solution over 
night. It makes the meats firm. This acid 
is harmless. Be careful not to use too much, 
as it will interfere with the flavor of the 
nuts. «After soaking in the acid solution 
drain and cover with boiling water. Let boil 
a few minutes, then reduce the heat and let 
the water simmer gently until the nut meats 
are tender, but not soft broken. Drain 
and dry them, then dip them one ata tims 
into the following mixture: 

Put two cups of sugar in @ saucepan (cop- 
per is the best for this purpose), Add one 
cup boiling water and one-fourth teaspoon 
cream, tartar. Mix thoroughly and bring to 
bolling pofnt. Then sook without ‘etifring 
until the sirup begins to assime a straw 
color; with a brush dipped in cold water 
wash off the sugar as it crystailizes on sides 
of saucepan. When the sirup beings to dis- 
color it has reached a temperattre of 310° F., 
commonly called “ the crack ’’—that is, when 
a small quantity of the sirup {s dropped Into 
ice water it will stiffen and crack when 
tested. When the sirup has reached this 
degree the saucepan should be removed at 
once from t range and set into a pan of 
ice water t® arrest the cooking process. 
Then return saucepan to another containing 
hot water to keep the caramel! liquid during 
the dipping process. A long hatpin may be 
used for this purpose. See that each nut is 
coated over, drain them from sirup, and lay 
them on an oiled platter. They may’ be used 
as a garnish with vanilla ice cream, mixed 
with bonbons, or use to garnigh the capon or 
turkey. 


* * 
Proper Method to Cook Venison. 


ROASTED, LARDED FYLET OF VENI- 
SON.—Trim and lard the filet of venison with 
narrow lardoons of fat salt pork. Put itina 
granite pan. Cover with equa! parts of white 
wine and vinegar, add an onion stuck with 
half dozen cloves, two sprigs thyme, two of 
marjoram, and two of parsley. Sprinkle with 
black pepper. Let the filet remain in this 
marinade two or three days. Drain from 
marinade; lay some thin slices of salt pork 
in a dripping pan and place the filet on top of 
these. Put it into a hot oyen to Sear quickly. 
After filet is richly browned add the mari- 
nade and baste it continually with the liquor. 
If desired rare, allow ten minutes to the 
pound. If well done, allow fourteen minutes 
to the pound. Place filet on a ‘hot platter; 
surround with rice cups, filled with currant 
jelly. Serve with hot currant jelly sauce. 

ASPARAGUS SPEARS (white tips).—If 
the canned asparagus is used, remove care- 
fully from-the can to a saucepan; let them 
heat in their own liquor. Just before serving 
season them with salt, drain them and slip 
six small spears through a ring cut from 
pimentos. Serve them on long wedge 
shaped pieces of toast with sauce hoNandaise. 

HOLLANDAISE SAUSE. — Wash the 
salt from one-third cup butter, pat 
it with the hands until the water dis- 
appears, shape in a flat cake and divide into 
three equal parts. Put twoegg yolksintoa 
saucepan, beat them slightly, add one-half 
teaspoon salt and a few grains cayenne. 
Place saucepan over hot water, place on 
range and add one piece of butter, stirring 
constantly as butter melts. Add the second 
piece. Continue stirring, as mixture thickens 
add the third piece of butter; when thorough- 
ly blended add one tablespoon of lemon juice 
slowly, while stirring constantly. If a thin 
sauce is desired, one-fourth cup of hot water 
may be added slowly to this sauce while you 
beat rapidly. The waterin the bottom sauce- 
pan should boil gently, lest you overcook 
the sauce and separate it. This sauce should 
be consistency of a smooth boiled custard. 
Serve immediately. 


* * 
Roast Quail and the Sauce. 


ROAST QUAIL—Pluck, singé, and draw 
the quail. Skin the feet and lower part of 
the legs, and truss them with the feet stand- 
ing upright—otherwise truss as a chicken. 
Draw small lardoons through the breast 
with a small larding needle—three on a side, 
also two through the legs. Wrap the re- 
mainder of the legs to the tip of toes with 
thin slices of fat salt pork to prevent legs 
from burning. Bake twenty to twenty-five 
minutes in an oven with strong heat, bast- 
ing every five minutes. Remove skewers 
and fat from feet, Serve on heart shaped 
croutons toasted, then slightly moistened 
with hot water and melted butter. Surround 
with bread sauce.

He will prance about on his four furry legs and lie 
down and roll over at the bidding of his master. 

Perhaps the most wonderful feature of all in our 
Christmas in 2008 will be the changed methods in our 
deily life. The housekeeping arrangements of that time 
would seem incomprehensible to the woman of today if 
she could picture them in her mind. The lack of com- 
forts and the inconvenience of life in a cottage, it is 
possible, will drive most of the city dwellers into the 
apartment buildings, which will grow bigger and taller 
as the years pass until they will be literally “sky 
scrapers” within a century.

Aerocab the Theater Conveyance.

Or, if you prefer it, you may drop down the pneumatic 
elevator to some point fifty or a hundred feet below 
the surface of the earth and be whirled through the 
pneumatic subway at a dizzy rate of speed to your des- 
tination. Only the speed will not make you dizzy. 
You will not be able to feel 0. You may sit in your 
cushioned. car, well lighted and warmed and ventilated 
by some process yet to be discovered, and before you 
realize it the miles will speed away and you step out 
to the opera or the play. 

If you prefer to remain at your apartments the 
telautoscope attached to your telephone may be con- 
nected to any theater you desire, and you can sit in 
your easy chair and smoke while you see the play 
projected on the wall like the most perfect moving pic- 
ture. All the stage settings will be there to make the 
play seem real, and the improved telephone will bring 
every shade and subtle inflection of the actor's voice to 
your ear. : 

It seems certain that this telautoscope arrangement 
—the exact word to. describe it will be coined after 
the process is discovered—will be one of the triumphs 
of the coming century. It will enable you to see the 
pérson you are talking to Over a telephone, while the 
telephone itself will be so perfected that it will re- 
ceive and transmit sounds in full volume for almost 
any distance. You can see and hear a political con- 


"vention or the proceedings of congress from your home 


in a distant state, and everybody will have a telephone 
and be able ¢o get the long distance connection from 
his own house at will.

Distant Places Merely Suburbs. 

The flight of the coming airship probably will be so 
rapid that all places within hundreds of miles of Chi- 
cago will be mere suburbs of the city. The business 
man and even the salaried worker, if he loves the coun- 
try, can have a villa or a cottage at a great distance 
from the city and come to work in his own airship 
at a slight cost. It is not probable the craft itself 
will cost much.

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RISTMAS is alwaye 
associated with laugh- 
ter, the sound of 
revelry, the music of 
bells and organs and 
the gayer music of 
merry human voices. 
But there are men 
and women who cannot laugh, who 
cannot speak and who cannot hear, 
and to them, too, comes Christmas. 

Over in St. Joseph's home at 
May and Twelfth streets, there 
are seventy-seven deaf mutes pre- 
paring to celebrate the great fes- 
tival. The.great majority of them 
were born deficient in the two 
senses and, having never known 
sound, scarcely resent their eternal — | 
siience. But there are a few to ~~ 
whom there still remains some E! 
recollection of a world of laughter, } 
music, and warm human voices,and it y 
is to these that the real tragedy of 
the afflicted comes, Torturing memory 
awakes~ with “increased activity as the 
yuletide with its childish associations ap- 
proaches and it requires all the patient tact 
and kindly thought of the priests and teach- 
ers to. impart some ray of cheerfulness to the 
darkened lives of these unfortunates. 

Christmas day services in St. Joseph's home 
are attended by some hundred deaf mutes. This 
year they will-sing “The Holy City” as the day's 
song. That word “sing” sounds like a slip or a 
misprint, but it is hard to know what else to 
say. Of course the singing is noiseless for it is 
done on the hands and few stranger sights could 
be found than the spectacle of several score deaf 
mutes standing up “singing” with all their might 
and without a sound. 


* * 
Music Completely Absorbs ** Singers.” 

Miss King. their teacher, takes up her position 
in @ corner next to a piano and her pupils take 
their time from her. The effect is curious, as it 
eeems impossible to conceive that the music of the 
piano fs not being followed by the congregation. The 
rhythm of movement is perfect and the “singers ” 
appear to be completely carried away, although not 
one of them has the faintest conception of what 
music is. 

It is impossible to say what the exercises mean to 
these beings who live in perpetual sijence. Their proc- 
esses of thought and their attitude towards life are so 
far removed from those of the normal man that even 
zhose who are most closely associated with them can- 
not always comprehend their desires or mental re- 
actions. That they enjoy this mute singing is un- 
doubted, but why is a harder question to answer. 
Music, of course, means nothing to them, but “they 
seem to have some conception of the poetry of motion, 
although they would. find it difficult to express it 
Perhapr. indeed, they have a far better idea of it than 
the man or woman who depends ao largely on sound for 
the realization of rhythm. : 

Father Moeller, the kindly old priest who has de- 
voted his life to the care of the afflicted will preach 
to them on Christmas day. A sermon in Signs is al- 
most as remarkable as the “singing.” Amid absolute 
silence the priest communicates with his congrega- 
tion (audience, it is not). He receives an attention 
which is rarely to be found in ordinary churches. The 
bright keen eyes of his flock follow every movement 
keenly, and seem to follow the sermon not.alone from 
the signs of the preacher, but also from the expression 
of his face. Facia] expression enters as largely into 
their conversation as manual signs. 


* F 
Religious Sense. Highly Developed. 

Observation of the deaf mutes gives rise to a curi- 
ous reflection. They appear to have developed their 
religious sense far in excess of that of the ordinary 
normal person. Thrown back on themselves, perforce, 
for so much of their time it is natural! that they should 
become far more speculative and philosophic than one 
whose mind is perpetually distracted by the audible 
world. A certain spirituality is observable in the faces 
of the deaf mutes and a calmness which is absent from 
the countenances of their more fully endowed fellows. 
It is presumably the compensation of nature for the af- 
fliction with which she has visited them. 

Prayer is, 6f course, a part of worship which is open 
to deaf mutes equally as well as to those who hear 
and speak, but the pupils at St. Joseph's have also been 
taught to pray together. The Lord's prayer, the uni- 
versal prayer of Christendom, is the one which they 
offer up together, and the spectacle of this silent con- 
gregation praying in unity is even more impressive 
than that afforded by their sign singing. 

It is not possible to overestimate the enormous pa- 
tience and self-sacrifice which Father Moeller and Miss 
King have given to the instruction and education of 
these afflicted ones. It is their life work, and they sur- 
render themselves to it without a corroding thought of 
self. .It seems only natural to this devoted man and 
woman that they should deny themselves for ihe sake 
of their less fortunate fellows, and they have found 
their reward in the intense affection which they re- 


There is in the Bome some hand-. 


some pieces of furniture which have 
been carved by the inmates, and in 
finish and style these articles might 
compare with those turned out by the 
best artists in the country. Unfor- 
tunately the limitations of the home 
render it impossible for the work to 
be expanded to the extent of ite op- 
portunities. It is the earnest wish 
of the fathers to establish schools 
where they might take care of all 
the afflicted who continually besiege 
them for assistance, but lack of 
funds has prevented this. In the 
last two years nearly 200 applicants 
have had to be turned away, a num- 
ber which gives some idea of the 
possibilities of the work. 
It would seem natural to suppose 
that the deaf mutes are condemned to 
lives of celibacy, but this is not so. They 
fall in love, marry, and are given in mar- 
riage, just the same ag the rest of the worid. 
The idea sounds a little disturbing at frst, 
but Father Moeller declares that such marriages 
have proved to be exceptionally happy, and that 
the children, when there are any, of these unions 
are not only perfect in every respect, but are 
actually brighter and stronger than the average 
child of two normal people. 


x * 
Children Not Affected by Affliction. 

“TI have officiated at several marriages between 
deaf mutes,” says the father, “and in no instance 
have I ever known any unfortunate results. When 
there has been a child it has never been affected 
by its parents’ affiiction, and, in fact, has usually 
been exceptionally bright and healthy.” 

One reason for this is found in the fact that the 
deaf mutes are wsually exceptionally healthy persons. 
They lead regular, simple lives, and are not exposed to 
the temptations which surround normal people. Dissi- 
pation is an unknown word to them, and, being always 
more or less in a condition of tutelage, they go through 
life with a guiding hand to keep them from straying 
into vicious paths. 

Everything progresses or decays, and even the sign 
language used by deaf mutes has undergone consid- 
erable changes and modifications since its invention. 
The old style, where both hands were used and there 
was a separate Gign for every letter, is unknown in the 
St. Joseph's home. One arm and hand is all that is used 
by the inmates, and the commonest words in the lan- 
guage are expressed by simple gestures. Thus the 
“our,” which is the first word in the Lord's prayer, can 
be expressed by a graceful movement of the hand 
across the “father.”’ Naturally the pronouns such as 
you, me, it can be expressed by significant motions, 
and similarly such words as home, go, come, dimner, 
supper, etc., can be signified by expressive gestures. It 
is extraordinary to observe how simply and rapidly the 
deaf mutes are enabled to carry on a conversation, 
They speak to each other almost as quickly as persons 
with all their faculties, and their powers of perception 
are so quickened that frequently only the first few 
words of a sentence arg required to enable them to 
grasp the entire meaning. 

Ss S 
Organs of Speech Generally Normal. 

In the majority of cases the deaf mutes possess 
the organs of speech unimpaired, but simply have never 
learned how to use them. It is often possible to téach 
them how to speak by means of infinite patience and 
taking advantage of their powers of imitation. But, 
according to Father Moeller, the ordinary deaf mute 
has no desire to speak. They are usually docile and 
obecient, and their gratitude for their teachers makes 
them willing to do anything they may be asked, but 
even when they have learned to articulate they only 
use speech when desired to do so, and quickly forget 
their lessons. Father Moeller declares that it only 
takes a few months for a pupil! to forget how to speak 
after he has learned, and that he is rarely willing to 
learn. 

One of the most interesting visitors to the home is 
a blind and deaf man, who is a poet and an author de- 
spite his overwhelming afflictions. Clarence Selby is his 
name, and he its 36 years old. Unlike most of the in- 
mates he was born in full possession of his faculties 
and lost his sight and hearing when he was 8 years old. 

In the. endless darkness and silence in which he 
lives he still retains some faint impressions of what 
sight and hearing meant. but these are gradually fading 
from him, and in a few years he will have lost all con- 
ception of color and light. Even his power of speech 
is failing, and the hoarse unmusica] sounds which he 
now makes promise to fade presently into .-absolute 
silence.

Features Betray Every Emotion. 

And yet Selby is cheerful and apparently contented 
He does not seem to realize or care much about all 
the things that he has lost. He is exceptionally intel- 
ligent, takes a keen interest in the world and its 
doings, and has*the daily papers read to him every 
morning in the sign language. He declares that he 
finds life good. and would not willingly relinquish it. 
On his expressive face there is scarcely a trace of dis- 
appointment or resentment at the bitter fate which has

ern school, and stated that he had made his mind tp

His hands lost their whiteness and, passing the 
stage of blisters, became calloused, the milky scarf 
skin peeled from his face in the sun's glare and his 
flesh grew swarthy. But he found out how to keep a 
railroad track in order; there no man would ever be able 
t@ deceive him. ' 

Early spring found bim im the shops at Paley Pork, 
garbed in overalls and working among swinging cranes, 
snarling lathes, and the crash of steam hammers. Ne- 
vember found him on a night shift in the roundhouse, 
damping engine grates over ash pits, filling sand tanks, 
and wiping steel and brass. By June of the following 
spring he was hostler, bringing out engines to the main

The people who make the toys have been toy makers 
for centuries. From generation to generation the art 
has been handed down, and the industry has become so 
fer specialized through inheritance, as one might say, 
that certain families devote themselves exclusively to 
the production of exactly the same kind of playthings— 
woolly lambs, dolls, bedsteads, or what not—that their 
great-great-grandparents turned out, ever so long ago. 
Even the models for wddden toys, and molds for those 
of papier mache, are transmitted from father to son. 

The specialization of the industry extends to the 
activities of different villages. Thus Elsfeld makes 
hobby horses almost exclusively: Schalkau turns out 
nothing but wooden guns; Neufang manufactures ani- 
mais clad in fur and feathers, and other such minor 
centers produce rittles, wagons, furniture for doll 
houses, or what not. In Hammern toy ships are carved 
by persons who have never seen the sea. 

Twelve thousand tons of toys have been shipped this 
year from Germany to this country. One-half of *the 


entire output of the Sonneberg valley comes to this,

Who'll Build the Theater? 


Erlanger or Frohman? 
By Burns Mantle. 


Abraham Lincoln Enanger, and after him Oharles Frohman, rode into the heart of 
Chicago on rubber tires and departed in a cloud of smoke. What will spring from out 
that cloud ao man sayeth, because, forsooth, no man knoweth. The theatrical magnate 
moves in devious and mysterious and uncertain ways his important deals to consum- 
nate. 

But it is safe to wager that a flame of some kind, fanned by. much gossip and 
poked up by weird conjecture, will sooner or later burst into view. It.may rise 
pheenixlike and take the form of the oft promised new theater or it may be a little 
flareup that will result in nothing more than a readjustment of present conditions, {t 
isn’t safe to predict, because whatever form it may seem to take it doubtless will be 
changed a half dozen times before a final plan is settled upon, 

Mr. Erlanger spoke of a hotel-theater building that will surprise us. Mr, Frob- 
man talked of an “institutional theater” with a “lecture chair” attachment and & 
sPecially organized company that will concern itself with original productions and alse 
Yo a few months’ touring each season. 

Of the two schemes that of Mr. Erlanger is the more practical, although local 
managers insist that it would be impossible to build a theater and hotel that would 


~ comply with Chicago building laws. A theater must be open on four sides and the 


exits must be numerous and easily accessible. They cannot see how a playhouse in 
the center or at the corner of a hotel block could meet these requirements, But 
simple problems such as these are easily solved by the little man from the architect's 
office.

If the Dynamic Mr. Erlanger Gets Into Action. 

No one can talk with Mr. Erlanger five minutes without being imprefsed with the 
dynamic force of the man, with his determination and his power. After that it never 
is a question of what he hopes to do, or what he plans to do, or what he will do if this 
thing or that thing comes to pass. It is simply a matter of what he has decided upon 
doing. 

If he has become convinced that Chicago will support another theater, or that ne 
and his business associates can make profitable use of a new producing theater m 
Chicago, there is an end to it. It will be built. Where? How? When? You look 
opce more at Erlanger and decide that these queries represent superficial details. 

There is nothing of the dreamer about this magnate. He is a thousand horse 
dynamo of power, and he is entitled to a copyright upon that characteristic Americat 
bromidiom “ He does things.” As is the case with a majority of strong men, the 
things he does usually displease those who can see no good in their being done, and 
those who thought of them, or think they thonght of them, first but failed to do thei, 
In the doing he makes .frank and open enemies of some men and sneaking, kuee- 
crooking, sycophantic enemies of others. The first fight back and do their limited 
best to give blow for blow; the second shift around from pillar to post, in his ows 
theaters and out of them, and shoot ugly Bite of criticism at him through their penny 
blowpipes, fringed: with teeth. 

Mr. Frohman is more visionary than Mr. Erlanger, and perhaps more artistic, see- 
ing that art and castles in the air have much in common. He dreams, or at least is 


considering the advisability of dreaming, of an ideal sort of playhouse in which his stag 


actors and his starrier playwrights shall catch the Chicago playgoing idea in an em- 
bryonic state and mold it as it expands, teaching it the story of great modern dramas 
and calling its attention to the master works among the Frohman productions. 

It is a pretty idea, and we trust something may come of it. Though the idealistic 
and the practical seldom are welded to advantage, if it can be done Mr. Frohman 
is the man to do it. 

“I am most anxious,” said he during a short talk last week, “I am most ansious 
that my sincerity in this matter shall not be questioned. I really am deeply interested 
in the theatrical future of Chicago, and I believe the record the city has made in its 
support of the theater deserves recognition. I have made, I believe, many sacrifices 
that my reputation as a manager and producer of plays shal] stand for something, 
That those sacrifices have not been made in vain I realised recently. After 1 had 
made the production of ‘What Every Woman Knows’ in London, and it was a great 
success, certain of my associates cabled me to find out what terms I had made with 
Mr. Barrie. I replied that I had made none. We had forgotten ‘all about terms, 
There had been no talk of a division of profits between us. Mr, Barrie had been coa- 
tent to trust me with the preduction, and so interésted was Tin the work that I Lad 
no thought of binding him te any ¢ontract of my own fashioning. The fact that this 


could come to pass pleased me greatly by proving to mé that I had, as I say, accom> 


plished at least a part of what I set owt to accomplish,”

Erlanger Makes, Frohman Employs, Circumstances. 


Both Mr. Erlanger and Mr. Frohman are shrewd and talented above the average. — 


Their unquestioned supremacy in the theater world is proof of this. But while Mp, 
Frohman has acquired his standing and earned his success by a careful, thought?ul, 
and generally wise selection of plays and the actors to play them, Mr. Erlanger has 
won his in contest. He has fougat for it. Wasn't it Napoleon Bonaparte whe belit- 
tled the influence of circumstances? “ Circumstances!” either he or W. J. 

cried, or was it “ Bathhouse” John who shouted: “ Circumstances! I make ¢ircum- 
stances!” 

Erlanger makes circumstances. Frohman takes advantage of those he finds at 
band. Consequently the Frohman success is reasonably quiet and peaceful, while the 
Erlanger success is aggressively turbulent and defiant and constantly op the Mrake 
No man knows where it will stop, and no man dare predict. 

Therefore we say if a new theater is built in Chicago it will be an Erlanger the 
ater. Mr. Frohman is much more likely to let well enough alone and try his “ insti- 
tutional theater” experiment with any one of three or four existing playhouses the 
individual and exclusive management of which he cam have for the asking. 

As to Chicago’s position in this incipient contest of theaté¢r builders and play pro- 
moters, we can agree heartily with Manager Harry J. Powers, who said the other day 
that he believed the time had come when Chicago was entitled to, and was in fact in 
a position to command, some individuality as a theatrical center. 


For years this city has been little more than a * show town.” It has paid out 


millions of dollars for theatrical amusement, and, until the last year or two, has beau 


given in return but few real productions to offset a long list of weakened casts a 
belated performances of plays that have been running m New York and London for 
one, two, and three seasons, 

It has been a bright spot on the map for the managers, because the money has 
been here, but it has not figured in their bigger schemes nor been given the benefit cf 
the attention it has deserved. It has been plastered with leather medals and stuffed 
with skimmed milk. 

Do not, however, jump to the conclusion that the “ commercial” managers are to 
blame for all this. When a play will run two or three months in New York and 
exhaust its welcome here in as many weeks, as many have done, no sane man can 
biame its owners for keeping it in the east, even though a certain amount of forcing 
there is necessary. But there are many plays, a great many plays, that, had they 
been started here as carefully and with as complete productions as they were in New 
York, would have run as long, or at least have returned as good a profit here, as they 
did there. To these trials Chicago is and has been for some time entitled, and to 
judge from the Erlanger announcement that the first American performance of “ The 
New Mrs. Bantock” is to be given in Powers’ next month, she is to be hereafter 
treated as a regular member of the family and not as a stepchild. 

We thank Mr. Erlanger for the most significant of the numerous visits he has 
inade us, and we thank Mr. Frohman for the only visit he has paid us in eight years. 
We congratulate them upon having come west that they may continue to grow up with 
the country, and if they mean mo more than half the pretty things they have said we 
shall be satisfied.

And Now Comes Harry Lauder.a Braw Laddie. 


Circling to the right, we leave the visitors that were and consider one that is to be, 
Harry Lauder is coming. And who is Harry Lauder? Ah, we thought that might be 
the query. Lauder is a Scotchman, and for two seasons now he has been something 
of a sensation as a vaudeville entertainer in New York. He beat the Salome craze 
there by a season. Not that there is any connection ‘twixt Harry and the Salomes, 
save that he wears kilts and they wore beads, and both costumes expose the knuckles 
of the knee. 

Lauder is outside the pale of organized vaudeville, and as his independent mana- 
gers are paying him a salary that is quoted as abnorma] they have organized a special 
vaudeville company, engaged an orchestra, and are making a tour of the country, plan- 
ning to get back the original investment and a neat profit besides. 

Judging from the eastern comments, this monologist is an Albert Chevalier with a 
Scotch brogue in place of a cockney dialect. He sings Scotch songs of his own cote De 
sition in costume, and recites Scotch anecdotes. He's an engaging chap, that rou can 
tell from his own story of his beginnings as he told it to a New York Sun intérviewer 
some days ago: ' 

“ Lassies, I’m thinking as I look at that straw bawsket holding me kilts of the 
time in the beginning before I was the real guy, as you say over here,” said be. “Tf 
was just beginning my career then in Hamilton, a small toon about ten miles from 
Glasgy. Mony’s the time I’ve packed me props in me baws!:et and because I was too 
poor to hire a porter carried it meself to and fro the station. 

“I used to sing then for nothing, and proud was I and paid if I saw me name in 
the papers and me photograph alang wi’ it. I’m thinkin’ this bald spot on me head's 
due to the hunnun pun’ weights I used to carry then. Well, I was happy. An’ I was 
that afeerd that folks wonna see me that I used to sport the white spats and the Irish 
frieze coat with big white buttons up and doon the front and hae my hat set rakich 
like on me head and strut alang. 

“They were fine days. And when you get to be the real guy then some way you 
lose the power of enjoyment an’ you steal down side streets so’s not to be seen and 
you don’t read the papers and it ain't just the same, lassie. Why iss it? Not just the 
same.” 

Scme time afterward he went to London and hung around the stage door of the 
Tivoli music hall begging for a chance to “ go on,” and one day it came, and he made 
a tremendous hit. Since then he has bad «: more or less easy time of it. We like 
“veal guys” in Chicago, and so we're glad Harry's coming.

On that occasion the 
German players will give. a performance of 
Shakspeare’s *“‘ Romeo and Juliet.” 

A suggestion of the demand for theater 
seats for New Year's eve is obtained from the 
fact that Manager George W. Lederer of 
the Colonial has returned checks amounting 
to nearly $2,500, received with applications 
for seats for that night. This was the result 
of the adoption of a plan of selling only at the 
box office window and playing no favorites. 

A drop curtain has just been disclosed in 
the Majestic theater, which turns out to be 
the entrance and driveway to Mr. Kohl's 
summer home at Oconomowoc. 

Preparations for the second edition of “A 
Winning Miss,’’ to be seen shortly at the 
Garden, with Frank Moulan featured, are 
in the hands of Gil. Brown, famous as a 
dancer, but who has no part in the piece. 


Holiday Half Pay 
Inflicts Hardships. 


One of the hardships of theatrical life in 
Chicago. at least in some of the theaters, Is 
the half pay rule enforced by the managere 
during the holidays. The player who is on 
the pay roll for $100 a week gets his stipend 
cut down to $50 during the Christmas festival 
season. Perhaps he can afford it, but itis a 
great hardship for the chorus girl who gets 
only $18 a week to have that meager sum re- 
duced to $9, just when she needs money the 
worst. 

Players complain also of the fact that they 
are “docked” if through sickness or any 
other reagon they miss even a single per- 
formance. The system of fines, too, makes 
an inroad on their salaries, though it must 
be said, to the credit of the Chicago mana- 
gers, that, as a rule, many of the fines are 
suspended in case of technical violations of 
minor rules. eS 

In regard to the half pay scale which some 
of the theaters enforce during the holidays, 
the managers excuse themselves by pointing 
to the fact that the show business is pro- 
verbially poor while people are making mer- 
ry at home, and that in order to recoup them- 
selves in part from this lose they take it ouf 
of the actors. While the latter acknowledge 
the falling off in business, they declare that 
it would be just as logica] and right to pay 
them ex}ra salaries in seasons when business 
is booming and the playhouse is filled with 
paying patrons at every performance. 

In clashes of this kind. however, it is the 
stronger force that rules, so the manager has 
his way. As long as the players have their 
independence and make individual contracts 
they will have to abide by the manager’s 
sense of justice in interpreting the rule.

A plan for designating stations on the 
Pennsylvania railroad system by numbers 
instead of names, as at present, and installing 
automatically operated indicators showing 
these numbers as the train approaches a sta- 
‘ton on each car of every passenger train. is 
now under consideration by an informal com- 
mittee of operating officers of the road. 

The plan was evolved by an employé of the 
Pennsylvania and by him submitted to Gen- 
eral Manager W. W. Atterbury, who has 
turned it over to the committee. 

It is contended that if all stations were 
numbered instead of named the vast amount 
of confusion resulting from misunderstand- 
ing of the brakeman’s call, which is a fre- 
quent occurrence on local trains making a 
large number of stops, would be eliminated. 

Big Saving to Company. 

What is still more inrportant, the con- 
fusion of names, which causes freight and 
express matter to be wrongly shipped, would 
be obviated, and in this item alone the 
company would save thousands of dollars 
annually in the cost of reshipment and often- 
times damages for delayed shipments.
